A solid gold, bucket-shaped 
vessel clutched in the skeleton 
arms of a warrior dead more 
than 2500 vears has been un- 
covered by a University of 
Pennsylvania archeological ex- 
pedition in Iran. 

The vessel, eight inches high 
and two feet in circumference, 
lay in the ruins of a building 
on the site of the Iron Age city | 
of Hasanlu, on the south shore 
of Lake Urmia.

NEW WORK ON IDEA 
OF TUNNEL UNDER 
ENGLISH CHANNEL 


DOVER, England, Sept. 6 
(AP)—Divers are testing the 
sea bed of the English Channel 
to see if an idea first thought 
of 156 years ago can be made 
to work. The idea is to dig a 
rail or road tunnel under the 
channel to link Britain and 
France. 

Refore engineers can build 
the tunnel, they have to know 
what the earth beneath the sea 
bed is made of. They are find- 


ing out with drills, divers and 
science. 

The drills are digging hun- 
dreds of feet down into the 


chalky soil of England's south- 


east coast and on the French | 


side to discover the structure 
of the land deposits. 

Divers are trudging about 
the murky depths of the chan- 
nel, bringing up samples from 
the sea bottom. 

The searchers want to find 
a continuous layer across the 
channel of what is known as 
lower chalk. If they finde it. 
it will probably mean a tunnel 
can be built. The chalk, as well 
as being comparatively easy to 
dig through, is waterproof.

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Dulles Tells of Reaction 
To Alabama Death Sentence 


MONTGOMERY, Ala. 
6 ‘AP)—A report of interna- 
tional reaction to Jimmy Wil- 
son's death sentence for rob- 
bery has been wired to Gov. 
James E. Folsom -by Secretary 
of State John Foster Dulles. © 

In the wire, Dulles said he 
had “neither the desire nor 
intention of intruding on the 
judicial processes of the state 
of Alabama” or on Folsom's 
responsibilities as governor. He 
said the information was pre- 
sented “in keeping with func- 
tions of the Department of 
State of reporting to officials 
in the United States informa- 
tion received through the for- 
eign service of concern to 
them.” 

Diplomatica missions in 
number of foreign countries 
have reported “considerable re- 
action” to the case of the 55- 
year-old Negro handyman. Wil- 
son, twice sentenced for grand 
larceny, who was convicted of 
robbing Mrs. Estelle Barker of 
$1.95 at her home in Marion, 
Ala., July 27, 1957. 

He was originally scheduled 
to be executed early yesterday. 
However, the State Supreme 
Court has not vet ruled on a 
request for a rehearing of his 
ease. The court had previously 
upheld his death sentence. 

In Folsom’s Hands. 

If the Alabama Supreme 
Court denies the rehearing 
petition, a new date will he 
set for the execution. If ap- 
peals to the courts fail, Wil- 
aon's fate will rest in Folsom’'s 
hands. The Governor can com- 
mute a death sentence to life 
imprisonment. 

“The American embassy in 
London, within eight days, re- 
ceived approximately 650 let- 
ters and telegrams protesting 
the death sentence or request- 
ing information concerning the 
ease,” Dulles’s telegram said. 
“Many of the communications 
were from organizations such 
as schools, churches and labor 
unions.” 

He added the embassy also 
had received a petition for 
clemency signed by “over 
2800 persons.” 

There has also been some 
eritical reaction in _ Ireland, 


Sept. | Canada, 


Trinidad, Jamaica, 
Germany, and France and Bel- 
gium, he added. 

“Petitions are being circu- 
lated in Brazil protesting the 
sentence,” Dulles continued. 
“The Uruguayan embassy rep- 
resentative to the United Na- 
tions informed the United 
States delegation he had heen 
instructed to convey solicitude 
for clemeney for Jimmy Wilson 
in Alabama.” 

The Secretary of State's 
message did not recommend 
any course of action to the 
Governor. It simply listed the 
reaction which had been re- 
ported. 

Reply by Governor. 

Folsom replied with a tele | 
gram saying Dulles’s report “is 
very similar to the type of let- 
ters that I am now receiving.” 
The letters aveareg a thousand 
a day, he said. 

“Some of these letters con- 
tain petitions that are signed 
by up to as many as 4000 peo- 
ple.” he continued. “These 
letters are coming from 
throughout the world.” 

Some of the letters contained 
checks for $1.95. 

Alabama law makes robbery 
a capital offense and defines 
the crime as the felonious tak- 
ing of money or goods of value 
by force of fear or threat of 
violence. No amount is speci- | 
fied in the law. 

Mrs. Barker testified Wilson | 
tried to rape her, choked her | 
and threatened her life. 

Wilson was not indicted for | 
attempted rape, which carries 
a maximum penalty of 20 years 
imprisonment. He was charged 
with robbery and also with 
nighttime burglary, both capi- 
tal offenses. 

The Negro put Mrs. Barker 
“in fear of her life” and the 
taking of money under those 
circumstances constituted rob- 
hery, said circuit solicitor 
prosecutor Blanchard McLeod. 

While the case is still being 
considered by the courts, Fol- 
som has refused to say what 
he will do. He has said that 
anytime he “can find some ex- 
cuse’’ he will commute a death 
sentence.

Re- 
publicans say they will hold 
their own in the once formid- 
able G.O.P. stronghold. 
Tuesday’s primaries shape 
up some interesting intra-party

Two Senators, John F. Ken-

GENEVA, Sept. 6 (AP)—The 
atoms-for-peace conference was 
told today that a United States 
nuclear-powered plane engine 
had operated successfully at 
full power on the ground for 
230 hours. 

Officials declined to say 
whether a nuclear engine had 
been tested in flight. 

The engine, tested’ by Gen- 
eral Electric's nuclear aircraft 
engine department, was a modi- 
fied version of the General 
Electric turbo-jet. The engine 
Was Started with a normal gas- 
oline jet combustion chamber. 
As air was forced through the 
atomic reactor, it cooled the 
combustion chamber, until the 


engine gradually operated en- 


tirely on nuclear power. 
D. Roy Shoults, head of the 


|G.E. nuclear department, gave 


the conference a detailed re- 
port on the tests up to the be- 
ginning of last year. Test re- 
sults since then were withheld 
for security reasons. This made 
the report comparatively out- 
dated and the United States 
delegation did not include it 
in its official presentation. 
However, Shoults’s paper was 
placed on the conference rec- 
ord.

The Russians announced re- 
cently they were making pro- 
gress with the development of 
a nuclear plane, but have not 
released any test data. 

Shoults’s paper said the 
tests “were of great signifi- 
cance in.

Atomic reactors build up ae 
cumulations of strontium—90 
and other radioactive products 
which stay hot for a very long 
time, Dr. Stannard said. If re 
leased by accidents, he said 
they would bring “a hazard of 
colossal proportions” in radia- 
tion directed externally at the 
body, and also would be hight: 
dangerous if inhaled into the 
lungs

NEW YORK —A significant 
step has been taken towards 
the development of uniform re- 
sidential building code require- 
ments which, if adopted by a 
majority of American commun- 
ities, may reduce the cost of 
every new one- and two-family 
houses by $1000 or more. 

The American Standards As- 
sociation has called a general 
eonference for next Tuesday of 
all national groups that would 
be substantially concerned with 
the scope and provisions of 
residential building code re- 
quirements. The purpose of the 
eonference, according to Cyril 
Ainsworth, deputy managing 
director of the association, will 
be to determine whether a con- 
gsensus can be reached on the 
initiation of a project for the 


development of American 
Standard building code require- 
ments for one- and two-family 
houses 

The general conference is 
the direct result of a request 
which the American Standards 
Association received from pub- 
lisher Henry R. Luce on behalf 
of 14 national organizations 
concerned with home building. 

Standards Would Save. 

“Conflicting and often 
archaic codes are adding at 
least $1000 to the cost of the 
average new house built this 
year,” Luce said. “This is a 
figure too dramatic and urgent 
to be ignored. On one million 
new homes, this multiplies out 
to over $1 billion a year of 
waste caused through building 
codes. 

“Specific wastes are small 
compared to what could be 
saved if conflicting local codes 
were not blocking economies 
of nationwide standardization 
and discouraging the efforts of 
architects and builders to de- 
velop new ways to build better 
for less,” he added. 

Luce based his statement on 
the findings of an industry 
round-table conference on 
home building codes held last 
May. According to the experts 
present at this conference, 10 
common wastes enforced by 
many local codes alone add 
more than $1000 to the price 
of a house. These wastes in- 
clude wiring installations more 
costly than necessary; over- 
engineered framing lumber 
sizes: a ban on trusses; trusses 
and studs spaced more closely 
than necessary; needlessly 
heavy sheathing; needlessly 
heavy sub-flooring; vents 
spaced more closely than 
necessary; oversized or over- 
weight pipes; and _ useless 
housetraps on waste lines. 

in The Thousands. 

Building eode reqvirements 
are a prerogmtive of every local 
community. Thousands of dif- 
ferent codes exist throughout 
the country. Many codes are 
based on building methods 
that are 20 to 50 years old. 

Because of such code inade- 
quacies, it costs, according to 
builders, nearly $2000 more to 
build a small house to Staten 
Island, N.Y., than to build the 
same house five miles away in 
Middeltown, N.J. 

The most practical means of 
ebtaining unified building 
codes throughedt the country 
fs. according to the building 
experts at the round-table con- 
ference, to develop nationally 
recognized code requirements 
which individual communities 
or state governments can adopt. 

Such nationally recognized 
codes exist already for plumb- 
ing and electrical installations 
in the form of two American 
Standards — the National

Get Good Control. 


“Two applications, spaced 
about a week apart, were effec- 
tive against soft crab grass and 
other weedy grasses,” he re- 
ports. “When used in the prop- 
er concentration, we got very 
little injury or burning of the 
blue grass. 

“We are getting very good 
control, too, with pre-emer- 
gence treatments of the soil. 
These chemicals, which may 
be applied almost any time | 
during the fall or winter, will 
keep the weed seeds from | 
sprouting during the following 
season.” 

At present both the liauid 
sprays and the pre-emergence 
chemicals have their disadvan- 
tages. During the past two sum- 
mers we have been experiment- 
ing with the crab grass killers 
in spray solutions. They are 
so effective that we have some- 
times given lethal doses to 
weedy grasses in just one or 
two applications. Unfortunate- 
ly, there have been occasions 
when we killed the blue grass 
along with the weeds.

At street level 
and extending up for seven) 
feet, panels of charcoal colored 
brick alternate with narrow 
vertical strips of translucent 
glass. Above this are clear glass 
panels, reaching to the height 
of the first floor ceiling. Porce- 
lain enamel panels in a pastel | 
blue shade are used as facing 
above the glass, extending to 
the second floor level. 

The main entrance is on the 
Seventh street side, at the 
south end of the buildings. 
Modern glass doors are reces- 
sed and set off by an attractive 
brick planter. Brickwork has 
been painted a warm neutral 
shade to harmonize with the | 
first floor facade.

Other contribu- 
tors have been Secretary Anderson, 
who has taken a much more affirmative 
view of such aid than his budget-minded 
predecessor, George M. Humphrey; 
Eugene Black, president of the World 
Bank, and Per Jacobsson of Sweden, 
managing director of the monetary fund. 


Dillon, Black and Jacobsson are experi- 
enced professional bankers and if their 
advice is followed here and abroad foreign 
economic aid will be put on a strict busi- 
ness basis far more efficient than the loose 
operations that have been disclosed in the 
American programs directed by Harold 
FE.

The World Bank has been successful 
in selling its own bonds in this country 
and in Europe to get additional funds for 
lending mostly to the underdeveloped 
countries. Its current lending is running 
more than $750,000,000 annually and in

THE DEMOCRATS have only rarely at- 
tacked. They believe it has been better 
strategy to let an underlying distrust, a 
growing suspicion and doubt of the admin- 
istration in power, work-in their favor. In 
his foreign policy debate with Payne the 
Democratic challenger, Gov. Edmund 
Muskie, presented a scholarly discussion 
of what this country must do to win the 
uncommitted peoples of the earth to the 
side of freedom. 

It is what the professional politicians 
call the sleepers that will count. The 
discussion at the top is like the tenth 
of the iceberg that shows at the surface 
while in the murky depths below the 
voters will be weighing such matters as 
Payne's connection with Bernard Gold- 


fine, Maine's pockets of unemployment 
and the tariff on clothespins and 
textiles. 


Whether the distrust and discontent are 
a sufficient force to dislodge the Repub- 
licans in this traditionally Republican 
state is one of the questions that may be 
answered on Monday. If there is a Demo- 
cratic sweep, and some observers believe 
this is not impossible, then the storm 
signals will be up for the Republicans in 
the rest of the country. On the other 
hand if Payne squeaks through, or even if 
he is narrowly defeated and the other 
Republicans on the ticket are successful 
the G.O-P. will be vastly encouraged. 

The familiar trust-in-Ike motif has as 
its counterpart another often repeated 
Republican's theme —the Democrats are 
dangerous radicals and reckless spenders. 
This has been sounded in the campaign 
now ended by Maine's former Senator 
Owen Brewster. Brewster has charged 
that Muskie and the Democrats’ mean to 
take Maine down the road that Michigan 
has traveled to socialism and bankruptcy 
with Walter Reuther as the master plotter. 

In sounding the Reuther alarm Brew- 

ster has a dual motive. First as a loyal 
Republican he wants to elect the whole 
ticket even though, as he has pointed 
out, Payne defeated him six years ago 
by exploiting a campaign contribution 
scandal in which he was sideswiped. 
But also Brewster is temporary secre- 
tary of Americans for Constitutional 
Action, made up of such stout conserva- 
tives as former Gov. Charles Edison of 
New Jersey and Thomas Jefferson 
Coolidge of Massachusetts, who mean to 
restore America to the ways of the 
founding fathers. 

For Americans for Constitutional Action 
Reuther is the arch enemy. While A.C.A 
is too new to do much in the current cam- 
paign, Brewster suggests that they will 
gather their resources for a mighty effort 
in 1960 

The campaign in Maine has had little 
relation to the headlines on Quemoy and 
Matsu suggesting that a large scale war is 
imminent in the Far East. But one candi- 
date did discuss the danger to America 
with exceptional frankness. 

The Kiwanis clubs of Standish and 
Kezar Falls combined to bring out 46 
members to hear Representative Robert 
Hale of Maine's first congressional! dis- 
trict discuss Quemoy and Matsu. With 
his sober, dry New England manner Hale 
said that no one could be less complacent 
than he about America’s military and psy- 
chological preparedness to meet a com- 
mitment that he believed should be met 
for America’s honor and security. 

In the question period that followed 
Hale was soon drawn into a discussion of 
what he had or had not done in Congress 
to protect Maine's textile industry and the 
_clothespin factory at South Paris. The

Outside the Masonic Hall the brilliant 
Indian summer dusk slowly fades.

With the energy of an ambitious 
young man—he was only 40 when he first 
ran for Governor four years ago—Muskie 
gets around to every nook and cranny of 
the state 

But it is possible that what is happen- 
ing here may have a broader meaning 
In 1956, while Muskie was being’ re- 
elected by the largest vote ever given a 


candidate for Governor, another Demo- 
crat, Frank M. Coffin, was elected to 
Congress from Maine's Second District 


and Coffin is rated a sure thing for re- 
election this time. Reporters from out- 
side who have come into the state during 
this campaign to do some doorbell ring- 
ing believe that a large share of the 
voters who register as independents and 
a smaller proportion of the registered 
Republicans are in fact Democrats. 
There is in short some indication 
that a shift is taking place away from 
the one-party system prevailing here 
for so long. With Republicans out- 
numbering Democrats by at least two 
and a half to one the answers given 
by many individuals suggest a deep 
discontent with the Republican party 
in which they have remained because 
they could vote in the Republican pri- 
mary and in this way exercise some 
influence on the selection of candidates.

Formosa is an important (but not vital) 
link in the American defensive chain of 
islands from Japan to the Philippines off 
the eastern coast of Asia. 

Four years ago, when Quemoy was last 
threatened and the Tachen islands evacu- 
ated with American help, the offshore 
islands were held to be important to Na- 
tionalist morale. Formosa might go, it 
was said, if any more territory were 
given up.

THEY POINT out that Chiang and the 
2,000,000 mainland Chinese on Formosa 
with him live only for the day when they 
can get the United States involved in a 
war with Communist China that will 
enable them to return 

The Reds, they believe, cannot remain 
indifferent to this threat 

The: small offshore islands are more 
of an irritant than threat. They partly 
blockade Amoy and Foochow harbors, so 
that only small ships can get in and out 
in darkness. 

With the opening up of traffic from 
these ports to the interior by rail, they 
have greatly increased in importance. To 
the Red Chinese, these officials say, this 
blockade by a minor state, such as Na- 
tionalist China, is an intolerable affront.

Remember Sherman Adams 


The name of Sherman Adams has not been 
conspicuous in White House reports recently, 
but the influence case involving the assistant 
to the President could become conspicuous 
again after tomorrow's election in Maine. 

There Senator Frederick Payne is running 
for re-election against the popular Democratic 
Gov. Edmund Muskie. Senator Payne was, 
like Sherman Adams, a recipient of favors 
from the Boston business man, Bernard Gold- 
fine. If the favoritism issue helps to defeat 
the Senator, other Republican candidates in 
other states will certainly renew demands 
that the White House remove the handicap 
presented by Sherman Adams. 

Whatever happens in Maine, however, the 
Adams case should not be erased from pub- 
lic memory or from the agenda of unfinished 
business at the White House. 

As developed by the Harris subcommittee, 
Mr. Adams was shown to have accepted a 
vicuna coat, prepaid hotel bills and a $2400 
oriental rug from Mr. Goldfine. Mr. Adams 
also interceded with the Federal Trade Com- 
mission and the Securities and Exchange 
Commission which had before them cases 
involving Goldfine companies. 

Mr. Adams told Congress that his actions 
were not improper, though they may have 
heen injudicious—that, one reporter observ- 
ed. he had done no wrong but would not do 
it again 

Mr. Goldfine told Congress that he did not 
specifically ask Mr. Adams to use his influ- 
ence with the independent agencies and did 
not receive measurable assistance from him. 
“A little man.” he explained, “gets lost with- 
out some kind of guidance from a friend.” 

Afterwards President Eisenhower summed 
up an uncertain defense of his right-hand 
man by saying, “I need him.” 

This record is enough to make three points 
clear. Mr. Goldfine gave Mr. Adams favors. 
Mr. Adams used his influence with federal 
agencies in Mr. Goldfine’s behalf. A mere 
expression of interest in a case by an “as- 
sistant President” amounts to unusual pres- 
sure on such agencies, and such intercession 
would not need to be successful to be wrong. 


Finally the White House and Mr. Adams 
inside it sought to brazen out the predica- 
ment which the influence case inevitably 
caused an Administration elected on pledges 
of wiping out just such influence cases. In 
the process of trying to forget the Adams 
case, the Administration has been assisted by 
news of other, critical events: in the world. 


Nevertheless, the case cannot be forgotten 
while Mr. Adams keeps his post as assistant 
to the President. It presents open questions 
as to public ethics and as to a double standard 
of conduct, one for a presidential assistant 
and another for lesser officials. 

The mere absence of Congress does not 
excuse the attempt to keep Mr. Adams com- 
fortably seated in the White House. 


And 20 Games.to Go 


Sad Sam Jones is an old-fashioned believer 
in hand work. He does not hold with such 
contraptions of the machine age as the air- 
plane—and, presumably, A bombs, H bombs 
and missiles, guided or unguided. This ma- 
chine-made stuff is dangerous. But what a 
man can do with his own hands, ah, that can 
be artistic. 

Sad Sam Jones is so old-fashioned that he 
even practices what he preaches. He has 
done such an artistic job of right-handed 
fast and curve-ball pitching for the Cardinals 
that he is in line for a raise such as ordinarily 
is given only to 20-game winners. But then, 
whose fault is it that Sad Sam Jones is not 
a 20-game winner right now” 

The other day he broke Dizzy Dean’s 1933 
Redbird record of 199 strike-outs in a season. 
Although he had pitched 72 innings fewer 
than Dean, Sad Sam Jones ran his strike-out 
total up to 201 against his former team-mates, 
the Cubs. Incidentally, that moved the Cards 
into a tie for fourth place—temporarily. 

The 20 games still to go mean four or five 
more starts for Sad Sam Jones with maybe a 
nice, rounded-out total of, say, 220 or maybe 
225 strikeouts—something for the young to 
respect and, if they can, to emulate. Of 
course, it would still leave him short of the 
267 mark set by Christy Matthewson of the 
Giants in 1903, and the fabulous 348 record 
set by Bob Feller of the Indians in 1946. 

Well, Sad Sam Jones is not the hurrying 
type. Maybe next year. Then again, he might 
he just as happy if next year the Cards score 
so many runs that striking out the opposition 
becomes a matter of minor urgency. 


Improving the Record 


If President Eisenhower's policy of non- 
intervention in the most pressing domestic 
issue is a severe disappointment, the develop- 
ing interest of the Justice Department in en- 
forcement of civil rights is very welcome. 

For its first use of the 1957 Civil Rights 
Act, Attorney General Rogers has chosen to 
protect the voting rights of Negro citizens 
in Georgia. The formal charge is that the 
election registrars of Terrell county, Ga., dis- 
criminated against prospective Negro voters. 
In part the basis for refusing the Negro citi- 
zens the right to vote was that they were 
“illiterate.” Such a description hardly would 
apply to women teachers with the master’s 
degree or to a federal officeholder who won 
his civil service rating through written exam- 
ination. It is good that the new Civil Rights 
Act is to be applied in such situations. 

About a week earlier, the Attorney General 
entered a vigorous defense of the United 
States Supreme Court and its work, in an ad- 
dress before the American Bar Association's 
annual convention in Los Angeles. He agreed, 
as will everyone, that the Supreme Court is 
not immune to criticism, but Mr. Rogers dis- 
tinguished rightly enough between specific 
criticism and “sweeping generalizations” about 
the Supreme Court and “across-the-board pub- 
lic condemnation” of its decisions. His ad- 
Gress upheld the enforcement of the Supreme 
Court’s 1954 desegregation decision. 

The Justice Department's intervention in 
the Little Rock School Board appeal from the 
ruling of the United States Court of Appeals 
of St. Louis was belated—indeed almost at 
the very last hour—but intervention it was 
nonetheless. Also it would have been prefer- 
able to have the Justice Department move 
on its own rather than wait for a request from 
the Supreme Court. Even so the fact is that 
the Justice Department is now a to the 
case and will have a role to play w the 
special session of the court resumes, Sept. 11. 
From now on the Justice will be 
a litigant in the Little Rock proceedings. 

Moreover there is the announcement that 
the Justice Department is planning future 


steps in the handling of the Central High 
School case and that this planning includes 
the use of United States Marshals before an- 
other resort to troops. Since it is not likely 
that violence will be shown toward the fed- 
eral authority as represented by Marshals it 
may be wholly unnecessary to call for troops 
this September. The new policy raises that 
hope. 

In the last several years, the Justice De- 
partment has been criticized frequently for 
inaction in the racial struggle’ Now that it 
is getting into the legal tests at the grass 
roots, it deserves grateful recognition. 


Away From the Brink 


The present United States position with 
regard to Communist China is now cited as 
the “toughest” so far. But does the degree 
of toughness reinforce a policy based on in- 
flexible and unrealistic convictions? 

A recent State Department memorandum 
to our embassies shows that the basic convic- 
tion, expressed in high moral tones, is that 
“Communism’s rule in China is not perma- 
nent and that it one day will pass.” Aside 
from the fact that such a view is equally as 
rigid as the Communist view of capitalism 
withering away, every shred of evidence indi- 
cates that Communism is strengthening its 
grip in China and must be reckoned with. 

Yet this faith in Communism’s inevitable 
demise leads to two equally doubtful theories. 
One is that the United States cannot recog- 
nize Red China, or admit it to the United 
Nations, because we must deter aggression. 
Further, we cannot permit China to seize the 
coastal islands of Quemoy and Matsu because 
other areas of free Asia might then fall like 
dominoes to Communism. 

Of these two theories, it can be said that 
non-recognition of China has not deterred 
aggression, and that the “falling domino” no- 
tion once led this country close to war in 
Indochina and has now led close to war in the 
Formosa Strait. 

But the simplest test of both theories is to 
put the issue of Quemoy and Matsu squarely 
before the United Nations. Let us ask all 
the nations if they regard the Communist 
Chinese demand for Chinese coastal islands 
as unjustified aggression. Let us ask the 
free nations of Asia if they would fall like 
dominoes were Peiping to take over two 
island groups of no strategic value. 

Secretary of State Dulles’s China policy 
ought to be tested before world opinion, both 
for theory and results. If that policy is so 
rigid as to prevent a resumption of ambas- 
sadorial level talks at Geneva, which main- 
land China now proposes, then the most 
promising alternative is via the United Na- 
tions. Where a unilateral policy has led to 
the brink of war, international mediation is 
needed promptly to try to restore peace. 


The More Sponsors the Better 


There is one non-partisan issue on whi 
every nominee for the Missour: Legislature 
this fall ought to declare himself. That is 
the proposal to change the primary from 
August to spring, probably May. The case 
for the change is known surely by now to 
virtually everyone. State Senators Albert M 
Spradling Jr. of Cape Girardeau and J. F. 
Patterson of Caruthersville and State Repre- 
sentative Richard H. Ichord of Texas county 
have announced that they will sponsor the 
bill to make the change. Doubtless Senator 
E. Gary Davidson of Webster Groves and 
other members of the 1957-58 Legislature 
who worked for giving Missouri a more sea- 
sonable primary time will be even more eager 
to enact the necessary legislation next year. 
The prospect now is that 1959 will see a bene- 
fit for Missouri that ought to have been 
adopted at least 25 years ago.

The Missile Row Renewed ? 


If there is validity to Army Air Defense 
Command charges that the Air Force is wag- 
ing a campaign to scuttle Army's anti-aircraft 
Nike missile, Secretary of Defense McElroy 
should act swiftly and decisively. As the 
Army's allegations stand, they build up to 
one of the worst cases yet of uncalled-for 
and injurious service rivalry. 

The Army is replacing its Nike Ajax, which 
has a range of only 20 miles, with the Nike 
Hercules, which is accurate four to five times 
as far. Army charges that at every site 
where the changeover is made, Air Force 
personnel soon appear to talk down the Her- 
cules and talk up the Air Force's Bomarc 
with its range of 400 miles. 

Army contends Bomarc cannot be set up 
before 1961 and by that time the interconti- 
nental ballistic missile may be perfected and 
set up in Soviet Russia. While Bomare would 
be useless against ICBMs, the Hercules, ac- 
cording to Army, needs only a new rocket 
motor system to make it effective against the 
big missiles. Army also contends its Hercules 
has proved four times as effective as the first 
prototype Bomarcs fired against targets. 


The net effect of all this squabbling is to 
arouse grave doubts and bewilderment in the 
minds of those who do not have access to the 
facts. If the Air Force is making the allega- 
tions attributed to it by the Army, then the 
Air Force must believe that William M. Hola- 
day is unfitted for his post as Secretary Mc- 
Elroy’s special assistant in charge of missiles. 


Certainly there is enough smoke here for 
Secretary McElroy to step in and find out 
why there is a resumption of the old Army- 
Air Force feud over missiles. 


Not All He Said 

Radio bulletins reported that Prof. Robert 
McCloskey, chairman of the Harvard depart- 
ment of government, told the St. Louis Har- 
vard Club the Supreme Court's school de- 
segregation decision “was a strategic error.” 


It is true that Prof. McCloskey said that. 
But he said a lot more. He also said that he 
believed in racial desegregation and that if 
he could wave a magic wand he would de- 
segregate every school in the country. He 
said that neither that decision nor other con- 
troversial decisions formed any proper basis 
for the vindictive attempts in the last Con- 
gress to “cripple the Supreme Court.” He 
said that those who disagreed with decisions 
of the Supreme Court owed it to the welfare 
of the country to refrain from attacking the 
institution itself. 

In view of the full import of the Harvard 
political scientist's talk it was unfair and mis- 
leading to center on one incidental remark— 
a remark intended to show how much re- 
spect the speaker had for the Supreme Court 
as a great American institution.

Korean War Record 


Let us turn back for a moment 
to the annals of the Korean War. 
I doubt if many Marines or other 
G.s knew that the 65th Infantry 
Regiment was the only one in the 
United States Army whose casual- 
ties, throughout the war, were con- 
stantly replaced by volunteers, or 
that over 90° of the 40,000 Puerto 
Rican troops who saw service in the 
Armed Forces during the Korean 
War were volunteers 

Their battle records, their high 
casualty rate, and their large num- 
ber of high decorations, including 
the Congressional Medal of Honor. 
testify to the fact that the Puerto 
Ricans fought with conviction, brav- 
ery, and skill, and above all, unflag- 
ging loyalty. Their loyalty is of 
great significance, since you cannot 
he loyal to a cause if it expects you 
to be disloyal to yourself. This is a 
universal truth which strongly moves 
people of Hispanic origin.

‘Seeds of Greatness’ 


Can you imagine the Algerians 
volunteering to fight for the French? 
Or the Indonesians risking their 
lives for the Dutch? Or the Indians 
of today battling for the English? 
Why then did the Puerto Ricans, who 
not so long ago were scarcely hap- 
pier being a colony than these 
others, feel so differently about the 
United States” 

The answer to this, it seems to 
me, reveals many of the seeds of 
greatness of the United States. The 
United States did not insist that 
Puerto Ricans become carbon copies 
of people in the States. With rare 
vision and statesmanship, the United 
States allowed us a wide range of 
choice. It offered us independence 
if we wanted it, and the offer, made 
in good faith, was itself an act of 
statesmanship. But we chose per- 
manent union with the United States 
of America. 

The result of this action of the 


entirely new concept of political 
relationship was born, We discarded 
nationalism 

The United States gave us its 
helping hand, and it was always 
there, but not the hand that pushes 
or compels or even insinuates di- 
rection. The only way we could get 
our economic development started 
was by government ownership of 
factories. I suppose that’s Social- 
ism, although we didn’t care much 
what tag was on it, so long as it was 
carried out in terms of freedom and 
unfaltering respect for the dignity 
of the individual. 

Nobody in the United States de- 
nounced us for it. Nobody chose to 
ostracize us and by so doing create 
confusion and bewilderment as to 
the meaning of free, democratic 
choice. Pretty soon we found out 
by trial and error we could go fur- 
ther faster with the private enter- 
prise system, and have given and 
are giving not only free scope but 
vigorous stimulation to private en- 
terprise in the Commonwealth of 
Puerto Rico. And I daresay there 
are fewer Communists ni Puetro 
Rico today than in any state of the 
Union. 

Our relationship with the United 
States has clearly been successful 
for both. It has instilled a new dig 
nity in the relationship as well as 
aided a growing prosperity. Today 
Puerto Rico spends more than 4635 
million dollars a year in the United 
States, more per capita than any 
country in the world, including Can- 
ada, the traditional best customer 

If Puerto Rican methods in many 
ways resemble United States meth- 
ods today, it is because in full free- 
dom of choice we have tried them 
and found that they worked. 

In the vast continents of Asia, 
Africa, and South America, count- 
less millions are rebelling today not 
only against poverty and any re- 
maining vestiges of colonialism, but 
also against their own feudal dic- 
tatorships as they would rebel 
against the Communist dictatorships 
if Russia were less ruthless. In 
Hungary they tried it but they never 
had a chance. 

This revulsion against authoritar- 
janism is a portent which the United 
States has often misread. With the 
best of intentions, and despite its 
own deep democratic traditions—and 
steering a course which we all must 


recognize as a very difficult one— 
the United States government has 
found itself giving the appearance 
of shoring up dictators in the path 
of a groundswell which will inevi 
tably sweep these anachronisms awa: 
—even if they are supported by the 
United. States. 

The United States must somehow 
get out of the line of fire when the 
inevitable day of reckoning appears 
A President of the United States 
many years ago when questioned 
about his support of a certain dic- 
tator replied, “I know he is an SOB, 
but he is our SOB.” I have great 
respect for the President who said 
that, but I must beg to differ! An 
SOB its an SOB, whether he is ours 
or not We cannot afford to con- 
fuse the millions and millions of 
people in the 
world who just do 
not believe in 
SOBs 

It is a_ tops' 
turvy world 
when, as in one 
government up 
heaval after an 
other, the United 
States is believed 
by many of the 
people to he “im 
perialist’ and the 
“friend of the oppressing landlord 
while the Russian Communists are 
able to pose. often successfully, as 
champions of liberty” and as the 
“friends of the oppressed.” 

But—and I emphasize that con 
ditional word - but, the United 
States can make it clear, in the 
eyes of all people, that it does not 
take dictators to its bosom, and does 
not assist them in oppressing and 
exploiting their people We must 
deal here with the subtleties of de- 
gree. Essential friendly relations 
are one thing, an appearance of ro- 
mance is another. 

The United States must not only 
be true to its own democratic way 
but it must also appear to be true 
to it in the eyes of the world. 

When the chips are down, it is 
not the hired mercenaries of dicta- 
torship that freedom can depend 
upon. But peoples won to democ- 
racy, helped to dignity and economic 
decency, will be there in the 
pinches, in peace or war. Just ask 
the Marines from Oro-ri!

BOME DAY WE SHALL get a 
complete picture and with it full reali- 
ration of the hell in which many mil- 
lions of once civilized and cultured 
people are today being compelled to 
live. But every now and again a corner 
of the shielding curtain is lifted per- 
mitting a glimpse of that hell. 

The book under review affords such 
a glimpse. It is a first novel, written in 
Poland by a young Polish writer who 
has become very popular among his 
own people. He has also recently been 
made a target of a sharp attack by the 
Warsaw Communist newspaper Iry- 
buna Ludu. 

The reason for both reactions to his 
work is easy to see, for he appears to 
be trying to tell the truth about con- 
ditions in Poland. His frankness is such 
that it could scarcely fail to be displeas- 
ing to Communist authority 

In 1957 the 25-year-old Hlasko, who 


is not a member of the Communist 
party, was awarded Polands major 
literary prize for a collection of short 
stories. When “The Eighth Day of the 


Week” appeared its success was such 
that it was filmed in Poland and was 
chosen to be shown at the 1958 Film 
Festival at Cannes. What the Commu- 
nist authorities objected to particularly 
was Hlasko’s permitting two of his over- 
frank stories to be published in France. 

One thing is certain: the authorities 
won't like the publication in America 
of “The Eighth Day of the Week.” it 
could very well land its author in jail, 
that is, if he returns to Poland from 
his present extended visit to Paris. The 
furor over the book recalls the uproar 
caused last year in the Soviet Union 
by Viadimir Dudintsev’s novel ‘Not by 
Bread Alone.” 


WHAT ‘“*‘THE EIGHTH DAY 
of the Week” reveals, with stark and 
brutal realism, is the spiritual, moral 
and cultural wasteland which is Poland 
today under its Communist dictatorship.

Padraic’s rev- 
elation of early encounters with Joyce 
are colored by an obvious sense of com- 
parison and a retrospective bewilder- 
ment that one so strange in behavior 
and belief coule have written “Ulysses” 
and “Finnegans Wake.” 
ONE INCIDENT in the relation- 
ship of Padraic Colum and James Joyce 
is given a thorough statement. Mr. 
Colum explains his misunderstood role 
in the publication of “Dubliners.” 
Joyee, he felt, always suspected him of 
having inside information on the “dark 
forces” which asked for changes and 
deletions and which finally brought 
about the rejection of the book. Joyce 
took this as the final rejection by his 
city. He left Dublin for the continent 
in 1912 and did not return. 

It was after World War I and the 
publication of “Ulysses” that the 
Colums and Joyce met again.

Each has a heart's desire: peace and 
quiet, freedom from fear, a sweetheart 
who will be true, a wife or friend who 
will love him. All are balked. And 
while these are their immediate prob- 
lems they have to endure conditions 
that make decent living utterly impos- 
sible. They have no money, no ameni- 
ties of life. They live in drab apart- 
ments, five persons in two rooms, with 
nothing to live for, nothing to hope 
for. Brawling, drunkenness and bes- 
tiality form the backdrop to the picture. 

The author's style is as taut as a vio- 
lin string. The brevity of the book is 
a mark of unusual economy with words. 
Mr. Hlasko has the eye and skill of an 
artist who turns a few strokes of his 
pencil into a commentary on life. 


The entire picture forms an indict- 
ment of Communist rule, but here and 
there the author allows himself to be a 
little more explicit. Thus: “There are 
two things that tie people to each other 
in Poland—vodka and exhaustion.” 

“Little obscenities are spoken loudly, 
big ones are whispered. As for the 
truth, one doesn’t say it at all. Who 
can tell whether each truth is not at 
bottom the greatest obscenity of all?” 
AT ONE POINT, the author takes 
the lid off his discontent in a particu- 
larly striking passage. He puts into the 
mouth of a man who is drinking him- 
self into a stupor to forget his pain, 
these memorable words: 

“To begin with, I want to know what 
will become of Poland. What will hap- 
pen to those who were wronged? To 
the party? To freedom? I want to 
know what will happen to those who 
betrayed my confidence. To those who 
kept assuring me that I was fighting 
and winning, when actually I was re- 
treating, acting against the people, los- 
ing my faith and my conscience. I 
need water to wash my hands in.” 

And he concludes: “Can anything val- 
uable come out of a world that has to 
use blackmail to keep from collapsing” 
To be or not to be. Oh, we've created 
artificial moons, but man with his true 
feelings and aspirations must find a 
safe refuge. To be or.... Waiter, half 
a pint, please.”

fables and history of Malory. First is 
the dim and black-touched “Queen of 
Air and Darkness” in which the Gaelic 
sisters mix the fearful incantations of 
old with the even more ancient evil of 
human desire and envy. Second comes 
the pitiful and wounding tale of Lance- 
lot's love for Arthur’s queen, “The Ill- 
Made Knight,” in which three who 
cherish each. other deeply, drive them- 
selves to their doom. 

Finally, in “The Candle in the Wind” 
appears the thoughtful, hurtful narra- 
tive of the Morte d’Arthur in which the 
King who had fought feudalism to its 
death, went to his own when faced 
with bitter and remorseless evil. The 
flaw in the crystal of the King and the 
Queen and the beaux chevaliers had 
broken their hearts and their hopes. 

For Arthur had a dream, which Mer- 
lin had given him long ago, the dream 
of a world of peace. This whole great 
long narrative is a testimony to the 
human spirit, to God in man. In pass- 
ing, it is an indictment of the evil in 
men’s souls, in men’s ways; and of war 
in particular: 

“The fantastic thing about war was 
that it was fought about nothing—liter- 
ally nothing. ... There would be a day 

there must be a day—when he would 
come back to Gramarye with a new 
Round Table which had no corners, just 
as the world had none—a table without 
boundaries between the nations who 
would sit to feast there... . If people 
could be persuaded there was still a 
chance that they might come to reason.” 
WHITE’S GREAT contribution is 
that he has turned the mythical crea- 
tures into flesh and blood, made them 
human beings, without losing the en- 
chantments of the story. Indeed he 
has heightened the spell with the 
rhythmic runes of his lines and the 
excelling soar of his vision.

Colum’'s first-hand contact with Joyce 
and his intimate knowledge of Dublin 
make him an able interpreter. 

The Colums show many facets of a 
complex personality but Padraic ac- 
knowledges that there was an obscure 
side with which they were unfamiliar: 
the tragedy of approaching blindness; 
the agonizing alienation from his fam- 
ily, his country and church; and finally 
the disengagement of his daughter 
Lucia, Padraic is aware of the limita- 
tions in his understanding. He says, 
“As we walked together, Joyce some- 
times silent, sometimes conversing. I 
realized how tragically lonely great 
fame can leave a man.”

Not a Comic Opera Affair 


Vivid Account of Spanish-American War

WITH MORE THAN 
300 photographs and line 
drawings made on the spot 
by noted artists, Frank Frei- 
del depicts the Spanish- 
American War. With 40,000 
words or so, including many 
uttered by men of both sides, 
he fills in what the photo- 
graphs and drawings do not 
tell. An hour or two spent 
in reading and looking casts 
doubt on the old cliche that 
one picture is worth a thou- 
sand words. The eyewitness 
reports win hands down. 


The vital and romantic 
drawings of Howard Chand- 
ler Christy and Frederic 
Remington are in striking 
contrast with the photo- 
graphs which, in some in- 


stances, are stilted or repeti- 
tious. It seems a natural 
reaction to conclude that 
Matthew Brady. whose amaz- 
ing photographs portrayed 
the Civil War almost in its 
entirety, should have been 
on hand to coach the photog- 
raphers of the “splendid 
little war.” 

Mr. Freidel, author of the 
definitive Franklin D. Roose- 
velt biography and professor 
of history at Harvard, really 
takes the reader into battle 
on land and on sea with his 
excellent choice of quota- 
tions and his own precise. but 
warm style of writing. The 
bullets and the _ artillery 
shells took their toll.

THE ROLE of the edu- 
cated young wife in upper 
middle-class society, with all 
its conflicts and problems, is 
well presented in Mrs.

California, mother of two 
small boys, mistress of a 
beautiful home, knew that 


she was a lucky woman. 
Nevertheless, she was rest- 
less. She did not resent any 
one of her household chores, 
but added together, they 
robbed her of all self-de- 
termination. What she 
wanted was two hours a day 
she could call her own, and 
some stimulating outside 
contacts. 

A part-time job as an in- 
terviewer, a competent maid, 
and an entirely understand- 
ing husband—a paragon of a 
husband — solved her prob- 
lem in a satisfactory man- 
ner. However, she was so 
successful in handling peo- 
ple that soon she was work- 
ing full time with a good 
salary and considerable pres- 
tige. 

A complication arose when 
her emplover fell in love 
with her and she realized 
that, though she was in love 
with her husband. she was 
attracted by her chief.

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Shakespeare Theater in Ontario 


No Scenery, Rich Garb, Intimate Stage at Stratford 


By GIRARD TUCKER 


INSPIRED BY A CULTURAL 
renaissance or economic resurgence, 
the postwar period has brought North 
America some vivid productions of 
even the most obscure Shakespearean 
dramas. 

Beside every river named Avon and 
in each town labeled Stratford—there 
seems to be one or the other in nearly 
every state or province—the summer 
tourist is likely to find that some local 
promoter has mounted one or more of 
Shakespéare’s tales. 

There is little summer theater around 
St. Louis. The broad Mississippi has 
inspired not even a dramatization of 
Huck Finn. St. Louisans who want 
Shakespeare must travel hundreds of 
miles, but in several cases it is indeed 
worth the journey. Those with a lean- 
ing towards torch parades and Eliza- 
bethan dances on the green, but for 
whom Shakespeare remains a mystery, 
will find satisfaction in the festivals of 
Oregon or southern California, Those 
who like their drama in imposing build- 


speare theater. After the war, he 
approached the city council with his 
proposal. The conservative Stratford 
citizenry hoped to quiet his enthusiasm 
with a $50 contribution ‘to explore the 
idea.” 

Within two years Patterson had gath- 
ered a team including not only Guthrie 
but the imaginative costumer and de- 
signer, Tanya Moiseiwitsch. It is their 
combined spirits which have brought 
near-perfect Shakespeare to Canada. It 
was Guthrie who attracted the finest 
actors and developed a unity in the 
company unequaled in Connecticut or, 
perhaps, in Britain. It was he who in- 
sisted that Startford stay close to ‘the 
high line of the classical theater, avoid- 
ing Tudor touches, never thinking of 
ourselves as mere tourist attractions.” 


Guthrie's feelings that Shakespeare's 
work is, first, the “raw material for 
theatrical productions” and that the 
audience must be intimately associated 
with the performers were brilliantly 
translated by Miss Moiseiwitsch into a 
platform stage which gives nearly all 
the intimacy of arena staging. Devel-

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Guthrie’s demands for intimacy be- 
tween performers and audience have 
been respected in the new building.

It has 
never been necessary for the directors 
to inflict upon the audience the noisy, 
declamatory orations which have con- 
fused and frightened many a school 
boy. 

The designers bring out magnificent 
costuming, full of color and flowing 
line, with much use of leather, velvet 
and Fiberglas armor.

But for those who place all impor- 
tance on performance, and for whom 
trappings detract from the telling of 
the tale, it is the festival at Stratford 
in Ontario that brings just about the 
finest Shakespearean productions in 
this hemisphere, perhaps as fine as any 
in the poet’s own country. 


IN SIX SHORT SEASONS, 
this one-horse, one-railroad, one-indus- 
try town in middle Ontario has become 
the home of Canada’s National Theater. 
It has done go largely through the 
efforts of the oddly matched team of 
Tom Patterson, a Stratford salesman 
and an astute promoter, and Tyrone 
Guthrie, the brilliant director and ad-

Architect Robert 
Fairfield was charged to construct his 
theater around the original stage, and 
thus the original stage design suffered 
no alteration. The festival spirit which 
the tent had given has been maintained 
with a fluted. roof, soon to be topped

Bruno Gerussi, delight- 
ful as the clown, Autolycus, in “The 
Winter's Tale,” was unhappily cast as 
Don John in “Much Abo About Noth- 
ing.” A short man, he rolled his eves 
and thrust his shoulders skyward, which 
made him more the comic than the 
villain.

In America, at the same time, the 
camera came on the scene in time to 
make its inimitable record of the Civil 
War. Even before the war, the new 
invention had begun to put the por- 
trait painter out of business. Only a 
few years more, and this reliable source 
of ineome for the artist 'n almost any 
community was gone. That marked the 
beginning of the familiar tradition of 
the artist in poverty, obliged to make 
his living by teaching or in any way he 
could, ahd to be a part-time artist. 


The Civil War pitted the artist against 


belching fire and men dying bravely, 
but they epitomized the war for the 
home folks. 

Some of the Civil War artists became 
better known as painters, and promi- 
nent among these was Winslow Homer, 
one of America's great individualists. 
Like so many other pre-Twentieth Cen- 
tury American artists, he learned draw- 
ing on his own and through working as 
an illustrator. He free-lanced, but most 
of his output went to Harper's Weekly.

Other artists found themselves sim- 
llarly eut adrift from their accustomed 
ways of seeing by the camera's facile 
art, and by the increasing saturation of 
photographic realiam.

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Formosa Has Been Rich Political ALL 
And Military Prize for Centuries ae

The 240-mile long, tobacco

has a centuries-old history of 
war and conquest. The Chinese 
have ruled it on and off since 
the Thirteenth Century, but at 
various periods it has been a 
pirates’ haven, and colonial 
outpost of Holland, France, 
Spain and Japan. 

Formosa’s geographical set- 
ting has made its political and 
military position chronicalls 
precarious through the 
Only 125 miles of shallow wa- 
ter separate it from Red China 
The Philippines lie 225 miles 
to the south.

The island is a prize posses- 
sion with many streams and 
waterfalls and mountains whose 
peaks graduate into terraced 
slopes and lush plains. Little 
of the island's tillable soi] is 
wasted, and Formosa’s farmers 
grow rice, sugar cane, wheat, 
pineapples, vegetables and to- 
bacco. Some crops are brought 
in two, three or four times a 
year 

9.300.000 Inhabitants. 

Some 9,300,000 people make 
a living on the island, includ- 
ing 2.000.000 anti-Communists 
who followed Chiang-Kai-shek 
from the mainland in 1949 In 
normal times Formosa was one 
of China’s wealthiest provinces 
Under the present wartime 
economy, it has undergone 
some economic strain with its 
hundreds of thousands of men 
in military service. Living 
standards nevertheless remain 
among the highest in Asia, 
helped by United States eco 
nomic support. AS an example 
of Formosa'’s modernity. vir- 
tually all homes have elec- 
tricity. 

The output of Formosa’'s 
farms has almost tripled in re- 
eent year&. according to the 
National Geographic Society 
This is the result of the land 
reform program started in 1949 
under which tenant farmers 
were permitted to buy land 
formerly held by the govern- 
ment and absentee landlords 
Under the law, no man may 
own more land than he can 
till, so the average holding is 
about three acres 

Formosa boasts many indus- 
tries. Products of the island's 
factories include aluminum 
ware, bicycles, electrical appli- 
ances, small cars and refrigera- 
tors, along with textiles, paper, 
fertilizers, cement and fue! 

Most of the native Formosans 
are Chinese, including descend- 
ants of settlers who came over 
from the mainland as early as 
the Sixth Century. There are 
still some 150,000 aborigines

Today's homes aré insulated, 
visitors to the homes on dis- 
play during National Home 
Week will find. And the insu- 
lation serves the dual purpose 
of keeping the house cooler in 
summer, warmer in winter, and 
at the same_time reducing both 
heating and cooling costs. 

A home protected by several 
inches of rock wool insulation 
in ceiling and walls can save 
its owner between $50 and 
$300 a vear in heating expenses, 
depending on the area in 
which it is located, according 
to recent surveys, And insula- 
tion is more effective now than 
ever, with the introduction of 
aluminum foi] jackets which 
encase the rock wool. The 
aluminum foil reflects the rad- 
iant heat of the summer sun 
away from the house interior. 

Engineers report the studies 
show that prior to World War 
Il, eight out of ten new homes 
lacked adequate insulation. As 
a result, these 


houses were 
drafty and difficult to warm 
in winter, and admitted heat 


more readily in summer. 

In addition to its insulation 
value, rock wool retards the 
formation of dirt shadows on 
walls, thereby reducing the 
need for frequent repainting, 
and it is also highly fire-re- 
sistant.

Two of the towest priced 
homes that have ever been of- 
fered for sale in Charles F.

To Follow | 
Home Week | 


As an outgrowth of National 
Home Week, the best “experts” 
on houses—the women who run 
them—are going to give home 
builders of the nation some | 
valuable tips on what they) 
would like in a new home to 
better serve their families. | 

They'll do that at the Wom- 
en's Conference on Housing, to 
be held in Washington, Oct. 14- 

About 100 women from 
parts of the country will 
attend the conference to be 
held in the gleaming, modern 
National Housing Center. 

The National Association of 
Home Builders and The United 
Industry Committee for Hous- 
jing are co-sponsoring the con- 
ference. The committee in- 
cludes nine groups which rep- 
resent industries in the allied 
housing field. | 

Local affiliates of the N.A.H.B., | 
are selecting the delegates, 
usually through a 250-word es- | 
say contest on “What I Want | 
in My New Home,” a theme 
that ties in directly with the 
overall purpose of the confer- 
ence. The contest is open to 
women of 18 and over, whether 
they be working wives, widows, 
home-owners or renters. 

In many cases, the winners 
are being chosen during the 
celebration of National Home 
Week in their communities. 
They get all-expense-paid trips 
to Washington for the con- 
ference. 

The delegates also will an- 
swer a questionnaire on what 
they'd want in a new home.

This provides an opportunity | 


for them to register their views 
on the design of the house, 
whether colonial, contempo- 
rary or split-level. Other ques- 
tions deal with kitchen equip- 
ment, heating-cooling systems, 
floor coverings, window mate- 
rials, plumbing, the number of 
bedrooms, closet space, kitchen- 
dining room arrangements and 
cost factors 

Conference sessions will be 
under the direction of N.A.H. 
B.’s Research institute. Nation- 
ally-known housing authorities 
will lead the exchange of ideas 
on social, technical, economic 
and physical problems of hous- 


ing. The delegates will be asked | 
to give their views not only on | 


the kind of living features they 
want but also on the type of 
neighborhoods they would con- 
sider best for their families 
and on the city and area-plan- 
ning that creates those com- 
munities. 

The time-table for the con- 
ference is not devoted entirely 
to work. In addition to the 
discussion sessions, there will 


be sight-seeing in the capital, | 
including visits to the White | 
House and other places of in- | 


terest. 

The information disclosed by 
the conference will be used by 
home builders and allied in- 
dustries to help them in achiev- 
ing their goal of providing the 
best kind of new homes Amer- 
fcan families desire.

Builders Putting 
Thermostats in 
Better Spots 


Prospective home buyers, 
viewing the exhibits displayed 
for their approval during the 


nation-wide celebration of Na- | 


tional Home Week, will be 
pleased to note that today’s 


home builders put the thermo- | 


stats where they will give the 
maximum efficiency. For, home 
builders follow the recommen- 
dations of thermostat manu- 
facturers. 

One well-known maker, 
example, not only tells where 
the thermostat should be, but 
spells out clearly where it 
should not be. The experts say 
not to put it near: 

Hot spots caused by con- 
cealed hot water, steam pipes 
or hot air ducts; fireplace radi- 
ation, rays, lamps, radios, tele- 
vision. sets, appliances, radi- 
ators, concealed chimney or 
gas flue, stoves; 

Cold spots like an outside 
wall, an unheated room on the 
other side of a partition, en- 
trances, or drafts from stair- 
wells or doorways; 

Dead spots caused by a lack 
of circulation—that is, behind 
a door, in an alcove or hall- 
way; or obstructions such as 
furniture or doors that may 
cushion the thermostat against 
temperature changes. 

The proper location for the 
thermostat is in rooms of nor- 
mal occupancy, or those that 
are most “lived in’’—the liv- 
ing or dining room {js a likely 
spot, rather than a bedroom or 
bathroom, If possible, select 
the coldest room of normal oc- 
cupancy, since that is the area 


for |

One step now remains, to 

pinpoint the location where the 

thermostat will be installed. 


Ordinarily, the thermostat is | 


mounted at approximately eye- 
level. Some installation in- 


structions change this specifi- |

In most homes there is more 


than one suitable location for | 
the thermostat. Let the heating |

serve as a final arbiter after | 


you've made a selection of pos- 
sible locations.

NEW YORK, Sept. 6 (UPD. 
MEN ARE GETTING BOLDER in the beauty shop. 
Twenty years ago, they visited salons like thieves in 
the night. Today, they openly get hair dyes and tints, 
permanent waves, and pedicures and sometimes give dicta- 
tion during it all. 
So says Albert of Fifth Avenue, owner of a men's 
“grooming studio”—that'’s a term less damaging to male 
pride than the old-fashioned “beauty parlor.” The firm, 
which the proprietors believe was the first in the country, 
started a separate men’s shop in 1951 and recently opened 
a new salon. It is masculine in decor—blue-green walls, 
eggshell draperies, and not a trace of the pale pink with 
which Albert painted his women’s division. 


> “WE USED TO BOOK APPOINTMENTS after business 
hours, keep the shades drawn, and let the men in through 
the back door,” said Albert's wife, Libbie. “Now men come 
in for treatments whether they need them or not. A few 
are shy at first, but after six visits, they are willing to have 
their hair dyes in full view of other men.”

LONDON, Sept. 6. 


YOU CAN’T ARGUE with 
an abacus. So I accepted the 
verdict “80 rubles excess 
baggage.” The impulse to 
reach over, flick a few beads, 
and say, “I make it 75,” is re- 
sisted like many other normal 
temptations in the Soviet 
Union. Also, the return plane 
to London looked inviting. 


The excess consisted of one 
guitar wrapped in a wash-and- 
wear shirt. It spoke better Rus- 
sian than I, and had helped 
with introductions to many 
people in Leningrad, Kiev, and 
Moscow. I missed some of 
these people, but even more I 
had begun to miss my com- 
panions, the Shepleys, Hei- 
fetzes, and Dr. Gerdine, who 
were ‘leaving later. The pleas- 
ures and pitfalls of travel were 
never shared in better com- 
pany. 

Our diverse backgrounds of 
law, medicine and music made 
for a richer experience, I think, 
than would have rewarded us 
if we had been, for example, 
a delegation of tree surgeons. 
Delegations were not uncom- 
mon. But we would see them 
only at dinner, seated at long 
tables, solemnly poking their 


caviar. Mrs. Shepley, her 
daughter Sophie, and Mrs. 
Carl J. Heifetz supplied the 


women’s point of view, always 
valuable. 

It is normal to be a little 
apprehensive about a trip be- 
hind the Iron Curtain—beyond 
the reach of habeas corpus and 


other extraordinary writs. But 
we had a special reason for 
concern. On the eve of our 
flight from Helsinki to Lenin- 
grad, we saw some large head- 
lines indicating that American 


Marines were visiting Lebanon 
pursuant to an invitation that 
had not been signed by all the 


Lebanese 

The possibility of United 
States tourists being used as 
pawns in an intensified cold 
war did not seem too far- 
fetched for, at least, casual 
consideration. And the pros- 


pect of internment was dis- 
cussed at dinner. 
Chancellor Ethan A. H. 


Shepley of Washington Univer- 
sity, part-time philosopher, said 
cheerily to Dr. Leigh Gerdine, 
the head of his music faculty, 
“Well, Leigh, your depart- 
ment’s in order, isn’t it?” 
Champagne then laid the ques- 
tion to rest. Its soothing effect 
had worn off, however, when 
at the airport I was told my 
name had been removed from 
the manifest, and that I was 
to take a later plane. A later 
plane—to Siberia? At 10,000 
feet the terrain would . look 
pretty much the same. 

Was this then goodby to 
home, friends, city-county mer- 
ger, Plaza Redevelopment? Ap- 
parently not, since a few hours 
later 1 was happily reunited 
with my friends at the Hotel 
Europa in Leningrad. The mix- 
up was not due to a “master 
plan,” but to poor planning. 
lt was typical of the unapolo-

getic, stately confusion that 
proved to be a trademark of 
Intourist, the Soviet agency 
into whose hands all travelers 
in Russia are committed. 


But you don’t come 5000 
miles to be a grouch. Missed 
connections, collapsing upper 
berths, sanitary facilities that 
are neither sanitary nor facile 
—these are things to be noted, 
but not dwelt upon. The search 
for words, soap and waiters 
was just part of our day. The 
day was a happy one, and well 
spent, we thought, if besides 
such things, it offered a chance 
to talk to Russians. That being 
the case, nearly every day was 
well spent, since we talked to 
plenty of them. 


The streets and parks teemed 
with friendly garrulous people 
of all ages, Dr. Heifetz watched 
Soviet surgeons at work. Dr. 
Gerdine and Mr. Shepley dis- 
cussed university life and cur- 
ricula with Russian educators. 
They will have fruitful reports 
to make in their respective 
fields. 


But the contacts we were 
able to make with average 
citizens were of most interest 
to us all. We wasted no time. 
Before nightfall on its first day 
in Leningrad, the “truth 
squad” had marched into the 
nearest park to do battle with 
another kind of darkness. We 
weren't sure what our recep- 
tion would be. Was guitar 
playing without a license a 
crime against the state? Would 
I be ignored, ridiculed, or 
arrested? 

I first sat on a bench as 
near the exit as I could get 
and gingerly tweaked out a few 


chords. People shuffled by 
glumly. Then a little Russian 
toddler fell down and began 
to crv. I asked his mother if 


I could sing him a song. Her 
stainless steel teeth glinted in 
the setting sun 
“Konvyetchna!” 
(‘of course’ 


she smiled— 
Children lovers were then 
joined by song lovers, and 
soon the crowd swelled till I 
was walled in by the sweaters, 
pigtails and slouch caps of 
curious Russians, young and 
old. I was a willing prisoner. 
The Shepleys and Heifetzes, 
who had remained at a discreet 
distance to notify the Embassy 
of my disappearance, joined us. 


For hours that night and 
nearly every night thereafter 
I sang and talked with the Rus- 
sians at “our place” in the 
park. Songs in English I ex- 
plained to them in Russian. If 
there had been a society for 
the prevention of cruelty to the 
Russian language, it would 
have had me indicted, but the 
crowd was in a forgiving mood. 
Nodding and grinning, thev 
saw me through every dropped 
ending and misconjugated verb 
to a happy conclusion. 

They liked “John Henry,” 
“Sweet Georgia Brown,” and 
songs with whistles and yodels. 
They appreciated very much 
the Russian ballads I had 
learned as well as American 


songs translated into Russian. 
For these I owe a debt to Mrs. 
Gogotsky, my teacher at Ber- 


litz, and her husband, Prof. 
Gogotsky, director of the St. 
Louis Institute of Music. 


A favorite was the profes- 
sor’s translation of “Soldier, 
Soldier, Will You Marry Me?” 
This song tells of a girl who 
buys a soldier friend a whole 
wardrobe to get him to marry 
her. When he is fully outfitted 
he tells her they can’t marry 
after all, since he is already 
married. Dashed expectations 
are a subject of humor, espe- 
cially, I think, in Russia. 


But, as in America, the teen- 
agers were hardly content with 
folksongs alone. They wanted 
to hear some of the “new” 
songs, like “Pud de Blem on 
Mem” and “Sunny Sad From 
de Street.” And did I know 
Frank Sinatra, Bing Crosby and 
Louis Armstrong? 


“Atmospheric conditions” 
may block the Voice of America 
news broadcasts, but the music 
gets through. Perhaps it is 
too expensive to jam the Voice 
all day, and the free world’s 
news is the prime target. But 
our music may have a more 
serious “political” effect than 
the Soviets realize, if for no 
other reason than that it re- 
flects the unregimented. char- 
acter of our people. Many of 
the young people we met could 
sing such unlikely things as 
“Lullaby of Birdland” from be- 
ginning to end. 


And invariably the discus- 
sions turned from music to life 
—in Russia and in America. 
While busy fingers probed the 
fabric of our clothes, we an- 
swered the breathless ques- 
tions of a fact-starved people. 
What salary does an American 
worker receive? Do our wives 


all work? What do shoes cost, 
suits, a car? Do Americans 
own their own houses? Do 
houses have more than two or 
three rooms as a rule? (In Len- 


ingrad we were told we could 


not visit Russians in their 
homes, because they were too 
poorly furnished.) Can Ameri- 


cans travel in their own country 


without registering with the 
police? Is it easy to get a 
passport? 


It is important to note that 
conversations took place 
during the two-week period 
after our troops entered 
Lebanon. Pravda and Radio 
Moscow, never vehicles for 
pro-American sentiments, de- 
nounced Americans tirelessly. 


“Amerikanski” aggression 
was the lead article in every 
edition. 

Still, our identity as Amer- 
icans brought friendly smiles 
everywhere. And the people 
were far more interested in 
American wages than Ameri- 
can intentions in the Middle 
East. 

“Americans?” said one wom- 
an who joined the crowd, “How 
nice’! Now and then someone 
would ask, “America wants 
war?” America wants no part 
of war, we would answer. “No 
war?” “No war'!” Then smiles 
and handshakes, and back to 
the business of information.

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Just One More Complication

BEIRUT, Lebanon Aug. 24 


(Delayed) 
ALONG WITH ALL the 
other conflicts keeping the 


Middle East in turmoil these 
davs is the running battle be- 
tween the newsmen and the 
censors. 


Getting the news is difficult 
enough in this part of the 
world, where the bland, out- 
right lie is commonplace and 
the moral onus goes not on the 
liar but on the gullible person 
who lets himself swallow the 
falsehood. 


Getting the news out offers 
further difficulties. Delays of 
several hours up to a full day 
or more are standard proce- 
dure, poorly adapted to the 
newspaper world of daily and 
even hourly deadlines. 


In between the formidable 
tasks of getting the news and 
getting it cabled to America, 
the censors stand as an addi- 
tional obstacle. Every country 
here has these judges of what 
should and what should not be 
told to the rest of the world. 
The newsman’'s constant task is 
to persuade, coax, evade or out- 
wit them. 


Here in Lebanon, the censor 
sometimes is a soldier behind 
a desk in the second. floor of 
the central post office. He 
holds his rifle between his 
knees as he scowls over the 
dispatches. His English is not 
fluent, but it is good enough 
for him to notice the words 
“Christian” or “Moslem” and 
to strike out any sentence that 
contains them. 


The Lebanese government 
has decided that newspapers 
here or in the rest of the world 
must not publish the informa- 
tion that most of the rebels in 
the insurrection here are Mos- 
lems, that most of those loyal 
to President Camille Chamoun 
are Christians and that thought- 
ful persons on both sides fear 
the outbreak of full-scale re- 
ligious war unless the political 
dispute is settled soon. 


The Lebanese censor’s Eng- 
lish was good enough, also, for 
bim to spot the name of Gen. 
Fuad Chehab, commander-in- 
chief of the army, in the long 
weeks when everyone was talk- 
ing about him as the leading 
compromise candidate for pres- 
ident. Chehab’s name could 
not be mentioned. The most 
specific identification that 
would pass censorship was ‘‘an 
outstanding non-political per- 
sonality.” 


AFTER CHEHAB’S ELEC- 
TION last month, his name could 
be used, but other difficulties 
remained. The Government de- 
cided that there should be no 
word published about a dramatic 
meeting of Chehab with Saeb 
Salam, leader of the armed 
rebel group that controls a large 
part of central Beirut behind 
barbed wire barricades and 
sandbags. Salam was seen to 
march out of his stronghold 
surrounded by several hun- 
dred of his-men carrying rifles, 
hand grenades and submachine 
guns. He met Chehab in a 
building a few blocks outside 
the fortified Basta section. 


One of the British corre- 
spondents thought of a way past 
the censor. He cabled his of- 
fice in London: “Chehab meets 
Salam.” The censor struck out 
the word “Salam.” Then the 
reporter cabled: “Salam meets 
Chehab.” This time the cen- 
sor blue-penciled the word 
“Chehab.” Finally, the report- 
er cabled his office to combine 
the two previous messages. 


In Iraq, the principal cen- 
sors installed after the revolu- 
tion of last July 14 were a 
pair of young Western-edu- 
cated civil servants, two of the 
many moderate and progres- 
sive Iraqi nationalists who held 
important positions in the gov- 
ernment of the late Premier 
Nuri Said but who kept hoping 
for a revolution. 


They were willing to argue 
but rarely gave ground. For 
example, in a Post-Dispatch 
article about the Kurdish peo- 
ple of northern Iraq, the censor 
refused to allow mention of the 
longstanding Kurdish dream of 
forming an independent nation 
bringing together the Kurds of 
Iraq, Iran, Syria, Turkey and 
Russia. When it was protested 
that this was simply factual 
background information and 
undeniably true, he replied: 
“Under martial law it is not 
permitted to tell all the facts.” 

Another Iraqi censor, a sol- 
dier who could barely speak 
English, understood enough to 
strike out an _ enlightening 
quotation from an army colonel 
at Mosul who was all for hav- 
ing Iraq merge immediately 
with President Gamal Abdel 
Nasser's United Arab Republic. 
He was reminded that Syrian 
colonels had been demoted to 
major and replaced by Egyptian 
officers. The colonel’s reply 
was: “I would rather be a plain 
soldier under Gamal Abdel 
Nasser than a colonel in the 
Iraqi army.” 

The censor crossed out the 
quotation, commenting only, 
“That officer should never have 
said a thing like that.” 

The same censor, however, 
passed an account of an after- 
midnight press conference with 
the new Premier, Abdel Karim 
Kassem, in which it was noted 
that Kassem had his camp bed 
spread out in front of his desk 
with folded pajamas on top. 
The Post-Dispatch 
served that this may have been 
a “prop” and the censor per- 
mitted that word in the belief 
that “prop” meant “a small 
cot.”

telegraph blanks all the way 
to the bottom, the Britisher 
was ready with a quick an- 
swer. “That's to make it easi- 
er for you to read,” he said. 


The same trick may have 
been tried in Israel. Censors 
there now prevent any addi- 
tions by initialing the approved 
dispatch immediately below 
the last sentence. They take 
the added precaution of put- 
ting the dispatch into an en- 
velope and closing it with seal- 
ing wax before permitting it 
to be taken to the cable office. 

Iraqui censors sometimes 
send an army officer with a 
long rifle along with the re- 
porter to make sure he makes 
no changes after censorship. 
On occasion, however, it has 
been possible with the co-oper- 
ation of another reporter to 
have the soldier's attention dis- 
tracted long enough to permit 
a few scribbled additions in 
the dispatch before passing it 
through the window to the tele- 
graph clerk. 


Correspondents from Yugo- 
slavia, Germany and the Scan- 
dinavian countries face a spe- 
cial difficulty in most Middle 
East countries because of a re- 
quirement that dispatches be 
sent only in English, French or 
Arabic. Some of these report- 
ers have turned this obstacle 
into an advantage, however. 
They pretend to write only very 
poor English or French and 
then persuade the censor to 
listen to an oral translation. 
Such translations are apt to be 
quite free, glossing over parts 
that might seem controversial. 


IF THE CENSOR insists on a 
word-by-word translation, an- 
other possibility remains if the 
story is to be telephoned. The 
correspondent interrupts him- 
self occasionally to chat with 
the rewrite man at tke other 
end, explaining in Yugoslavian 
for example the real meaning 
of an obscurely worded sen- 
tence that was approved by 
the censor. 

The mere fact that censor- 


ship exists Is sometimes censor- 
able. In such cases a pre-ar- 
ranged code can be used to tip 
off the home office that dis- 
patches are being censored. But 
such codes are subject to mis- 
understanding. One correspond- 
ent learned weeks later that 
his newspaper had published 
one of his stories saying that 
summer flowers to be seen in 
Algeria included heliotrope. As 
it happened, heliotrope was the 
code word for censorship and 
was not intended for publica- 
tion. 


Codes that are not pre- 
arranged are the most diffi- 
cult. Correspondents here 
are still wondering whether 
their home offices understood 
what was meant when they 
cabled, “Please tell United 
States Marines there is no 
censorship here” and “Saw 
Will Hays and found him 
working hard.” 


Not all countries even admit 
to correspondents that they 


have censorship, but all in this 
part of the world try to con- 
trol the flow of the news. Jor- 
dan announced recently that it 
had abolished censorship. This 
was after the American Con- 
sulate General told King Hus- 
sein in the presence of Pre- 
mier Samir Rafai that the 
country was making itself look 
silly by such restrictive prac- 
tices. But the Jordanians con- 
tinued to insist on three copies 
of every press cablegram. 
Syria appears to have no 
censorship as such, although it, 
too, demands extra copies of 
press cablegrams. The Syrians 
handle the problem by oper- 
ating an efficient blacklist. 
When they don’t like a report- 
er’s work, they give him two 
hours to leave the country and 
escoft him to the border. Next 
time he tries to enter, he is 
told that the counter-intelli- 
gence bureau has barred him. 


KUWAIT had a simpler solu- 
tion. The ruling sheik simply 
ordered that no reporters be 
permitted to enter the country 
until further notice. A British 
official, who issues visas under 
the rules laid down by the 
sheik, at first told correspon- 
dents he could do nothing, 
explaining, “If the sheik 
should tell us to jump up and 
down on our left leg every 
Thursday we would do just 
that.”” Later, however, he per- 
suaded the ruler to admit re- 
porters on condition that they 
write nothing from Kuwait. 

Whenever censorship is ad- 
mitted, reporters usually can 
take a cablegram to the censor 
and “walk it through.” That 
is, they can stand at the cen- 
sor's elbow and argue or at 
least see what he strikes out. 

When censorship is not ac- 
knowledged but nonetheless 
exists, it is known as “blind 
censorship.” In such cases 
the reporter has no way of 
knowing, until he eventually 
sees his newspaper, how much 
of his work is getting through 
and how much is cut out. 

One of the simplest ways 
around all these difficulties is 
to keep moving, writing about 
one country from the next 
country. An Iraqi censor, in 
fact, suggested doing this. “I 
can’t pass this story,” he said, 
“but why not wait antil you 
get to Beirut and send it from 
there?” 

Another way out is to hand 
a dispatch to an airplane trav- 
eler with instructions to pass 
it to a cable company in Lon- 
don or Paris. Such dispatches 
sometimes are sent in dupli- 
cate by different travelers, 
with instructions to the cable 
company to send only the first 
to be received. 

One could go on and on ex- 
plaining such tricks if it were 
not for the fact that a certain 
plane is about to take off for 
Paris.

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Comedian Shelley Berman, That’s Who, 


SOMEWHAT GINGERLY we approached a 
man named Shelley Berman the other day and 
asked him to analyze humor for us and he said 
he had no idea how to analyze humor. We al- 
most fell in the Chase swimming pool from pure 
shock, because he is in a definite minority, all 
right. 

Everybody else, including the man who comes 
to fix the washing machine on alternate Tues- 
days, is analyzing humor these days, both in 
the learned journals and on the airways, and 
also in the places where media men go, and all 
we could figure is that Shelley is so busy ac- 
tually doing good humor that he finds little 
time to explain it 

Mr. Berman is a young actor who found out 
he is also a comedian. He is a funny comediah. 
These are the hardest kind to find. 

We found him by the pool of the Chase Hotel, 
where he was then playing an engagement — 
not in the pool but on the Starlight Roof — and 
people kept coming up and shaking hands and 
saying things like, “I never laughed so hard.” 

The way he is making the nation laugh is 
with a telephone which doesn’t exist and an 
erudite, weird wit which very definitely does 
exist. You have probably seen him if you 
watch the TV much at all. 

Berman, a man who for several years pur- 
sued a serious acting career with little success, 
has in a very short time emerged as one of the 
nation's funniest performers—a situation which 
amazes him far more than anvbody else. 

Not too long ago he had decided to give up 
the theater, after being cast as the village idiot, 
a hoodlum, a sadistic villain—and working be- 
tween times as a taxi driver, speech instructor 
and dancing teacher. 

“I told myself I was through with the busi- 
ness,” he_ recalled. “Il believe the way I 
phrased it was by saying to hell with the whole 
thing.” 

Then he happened to dial that imaginary tele- 
phone and practically everybody responded. 

His act doesn’t write down on paper so we 
won't try it. Some kinds of humor aren't funny 
enough in print to justify its actual funny con- 
tent. Berman's type leads the field in this 
respect. 

“So please don’t write any of my bits down,” 
he asked. “That's been done before and it’s 
awful.” 

Here's all he does. 

He perches on a stool, reaches out as if pick-

ing up a telephone, dials it. Bomebody answers. 
A maverick little boy, perhaps; his mother, 
maybe an analyst. 

“Hello,” Shelley says, invariably starting with 
a vastly-strained, we-aim-to-please and some- 
what goofy smile, and a life-could-be-beautiful 
(but-probably-won't) attitude. 

From there on in it is a fast flight into frus- 
tration. In no time he is reduced to a pitiable 
hulk. The little boy won't call his mother. Or 
the operator can't understand who is calling, 
Conversational pitfalls come one after the other, 
motives are misunderstood, meanings are read 
which aren't there. 

And the audience comes apart at the seams. 
Why? Maybe it’s because a telephone makes 
frustrates of us all. Oops—see? I told you 
everybody was analyzing humor. 

At any rate, Shelley is the biggest thing on 
the telephone since Cohen; in big demand on 
the networks and in the supper clubs. 

He was, and is, the pet of the avant garde 
joints, the type of place whose customers adore 
poets who recite poetry while painting to jazz, 
and like that, but he is just as much liked by 
brows not quite so ‘tall. 


HE WRITES every bit of his own material. 

“Is that the toughest part?” 

“No,” he said. “The toughest part ts buying 
what I wriie from myself. I have to turn from 
writer to editor, and glower at my own beauti- 
ful prose. Do you throw much of your own 
stuff in the wastebasket?” 

“We hire editors to do that for me.” 

“Well,” he said. “That's the toughest part.” 

Berman, a Chicago lad, had an uphill pull 
in show business and a slippery haul it was. 
He did a lot of summer stock (where he was 
type-cast as a villain) and he did some series 
“doomed to fail” and ended up down in Florida 
as social director for a hotel, for reasons which 
largely elude him. 

He was broke. He was married. He wanted 
to get to Hollywood or New York and back in 
show business. He flipped a coin. California. 
He and his wife hitch-hiked the whole way. 
(Five nights, six days.) It wasn’t much better 
there.

and There Is No Phone 
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Dials F for Frustration ... SHELLEY BERMAN in his act that convulses television and night club audiences. 


He had decided to make dance instruction 
his career when an actress friend gave him a 
pep talk and shoved him back into show bust- 
ness amd New York. He was doing free lance 
comedy bit writing. He sold one piece, dealing 
with a telephone, to Steve Allen. When offered 
the chance to do it himself, he accepted. 

He went on working with acting groups, but 
found out he was a natural single. The mono- 
logue suddenly fastened on as Berman's ex- 
clusive.

THE CHURCHILLS--50 Years of Happy 


On Friday. Sir Winston 
Churchill and his beloved 
wife Clementine celebrate 
their fiftieth wedding anni- 
versary. This is the story of 
that marriage which has 
spanned not only half a 
century but has seen 
Churchill become one of the 
greatest leaders of the age.

LONDON, Sept. 6 (UPI)—In 
1908, London gossips gave Win- 
ston Churchill's marriage to 
gray-eyed Clementine Ogilvy 
Hozier six months 

Next Friday, Sir 
and his “Clemmie”’ celebrate 
the fiftieth anniversary of a 
marriage that has been de- 
scribed as one of the most suc- 
cessful of the century. 


By the standards of 1908, 
there was good reason (for 
tongues to wag in disapproval 
of the match. For although 
Clementine Hozier was born 
a blueblood, she had no money 
—a social “crime” of the first 
order to fortune - conscious 
match-making mamas of the 
day. 

But this objection made no 
sense to swashbuckling young 
Prime Minister-to-be Churchill, 
who by then already had seen 
more action in his 33 years 
than most men do in a life- 
time. 

And slender, brown hatred 
Clementine, who had been 
courted by the pick of London 
bachelors for six seasons, ap- 
preciated the man she was 
marrying on that historic day 
in 1908. 

His adventures in the Boer 
War, in Cuba, India and the 
Sudan were legend: and was 
he not already a member of 
the cabinet as president of the 
Board of Trade? 

Clementine was the daughter 
of a Scotsman, Col. Sir Henry 
Hozier, who Saw adventure in 
China. Abyssinia and India. 
Her mother was Lady Blanche 
Hozier, daughter of the Ear! of 
Airlie. 

Clementine’s bringing up was 
Victorian. She took schoo! seri- 
ously and mastered French dur- 
ing her childhood days at a con- 
vent school in Dieppe. Later, at 
Berkhamsted School in Eng- 
land, she surprised everyone 
with her French accent. 

She was interested in social 
work and had thought of mak- 
ing it a career. She also wanted 
to attend Girton, the first wom- 
en's college at Cambridge, but 
was packed off to London be- 
fore being allowed to go “blue 
stocking.” It was there. at a 
dinner party given by Lady St. 
Helier and Hizh Court Judge 
Lord Helier in their home at 
Portland Place, that pretty, 
aloof Miss Hozier met sandy- 
haired Winston Churchill, and 
lost her heart. 

The wedding at St. Mar- 
garet's, Westminster, drew « 
record crowd of the season.

King George sent the bride- 
groom a malacca cane with the 
Marlborough crest in gold, and 
he and Queen Mary sent per- 
sonal messages of congratula- 
tions. 

Churchill himself said: 

“I was married and 
happily ever after.” 

There is no one secret of suc- 
cess for a marriage such as 
this: particularly one that never 
escaped either the glare of pub- 
licity or the scrutiny of world 
public opinion. 

Certainly, Winston Churchill 
himself has contributed as 
much to the partnership as the 
wife he calls “Clemmie,” or, 
when he is most endearing, 
“Dear Cat.” 

Perhaps “Clemmile’s” mother 
more than anyone long ago put 
an unerring finger on what was 
to make the marriage go. 

“Winston always is gentle 
and tender to those he loves,” 
she said 

Fifty vears later those who 
know him most intimately ex- 
press the same feeling in 
another way. 

Said a friend: 

“I think the marriage is so 
extraordinarily happy because 
Churchill is very affectionate 
with women. No matter what

his mood he simply cannot be 
unkind to them.” 
Attentiveness to one's wife is 
far more difficult to maintain 
in public than in private life 


But Sir Winston has man- 
aged Unfalteringlvy he has 
maintained that “Clemmie” 


rates the first place of promf- 
nence at his side. Unlike the 
wives of other prime ministers 
she never has remained in the 
shadows. 


“Sir Winston wants her to be 
noticed and makes sure that 
she is,” a friend summed up. 
“And what could be more fiat- 
tering to any wife—particular- 
ly when one’s husband has 
made history?” 


NEVER HAS HIS CHIVALRY 
toward her been more evident 
than during the war. Not all 
the pressures of that conflict, 
nor the terrible cares of his 
mighty office, interrupted in 
the least Churchill's solicitous 
attention to his lady. 

Well remembered are such 
little touches as the fact that 
Churchill always stood aside to 
hand Clemmie into their car 
ahead of him. On several occa- 
sions he kept dignitaries wait- 
ing while he affectionately 
tucked the ear rug around her 


legs before he seated himself 
beside her. 

He never has delivered an 
address in his “Dear Cat's” 
presence without being sure 
that she has a seat on the 
speaker's platform When 
speaking in the House of Com- 
mons he has turned to her in 
the visitors’ gallery with the 
ceremony of a bullfighter hon- 
oring the most important visi- 
tor before his “moment of 
truth” in the ring. 

A former son-in-law said 

“At home Winston really is 
as gentie as a lamb.” 

Appropriately enough, a for- 
mer staff member recalled how 
Churchill took him to task for 
killing a “defenseless” fly, 
while a household guest re- 
membered how he put a shy 
parlormaid at ease by reassur- 
ing her: “Little’un, there's no 
need to worry.” 

Yet, there was nothing lamb- 
like about the wartime Prime 
Minister who demanded a soup- 
to-nuts dinner impulsively at 3 
a.m., and whose pre-dawn culi- 
nary requests have regularly 
terrified stewards and chefs on 
the Queen Mary, the ship he 
frequently sails. 

It is Lady Churchill who for 
50 years miraculously has man-

Who’s That Man on the Telephone? Big Pond 


Is Small 


Universe

LAST WEEK we moved the 
cows and calves to an ungrazed 
pasture in the bottom fields 
where they were soon lost to 
sight because the forage has 
grown so tall. Once they were 
safely in, I went to hook up 
the electric fence that keeps 
the animals out of the Big 
Pond which we maintain chief- 
ly for the production of fish 
and as a wildlife refuge. This 
pond is seldom needed for live- 
stock water since the pasture 
contains two flowing springs 
and a small natural pond in 
the woods that we have en- 
larged and left unfenced. 

Once the electric battery had 
been connected, we spent a 
half-hour mowing the tall grass 
in the picnic area beside the 
pond. This we have used hard- 
ly at all this season because, 
for the first time in our 12 
years at Possum Trot Farm, 
there are mosquitoes that come 
out at dusk. With the mowing 
finished, I pushed through the 
heavy cover of sericea lespe- 
deza that grows six feet tall on 
the pond dam until I had made 
the circuit of the area. To my 
surprise, I found that the blue- 
gills were still nesting in the 
gravelly shallows we have pro- 
vided for this purpose: a proc- 
ess that starts as soon as the 
water warms up in spring 
and apparently continues until 
frost. We haven't had time to 
fish the pond this summer, yet 
have seen many bass bedding 
and believe that the panfish 
population is fairly well in 
check. 


There are always dozens of 
other creatures to see in the 
two-acre inclosure around the 
pond: the little sora rail that 
nests here, a covey of half- 
grown quail, red - winged 
blackbirds and meadowlarks, 
swallows coming in to drink, 
big green meadow frogs and 
dragon flies of many kinds. 
The reason for this is, of 
course, that we have here 
at the pond a small universe 
which Is fairly complete with- 
in itself. 


THE FARM POND Is a thing 
we have created artificially, de- 
liberately upsetting the natural 
landscape for a time as we 
scoop out the pond basin and 
pile up the dam. Contrary to 
common belief, no stream or 
spring is needed to fill the 
pond. It depends, instead, on 
the normal rainfall draining 
into it from a watershed of 
earefully calculated size. This 
must not be so large that the 
pond is constantly flooded with 
too much water, nor so small 
as to leave it half-empty much 
of the time. 

There are a few steps that 
we take to help re-establish the 
natural landscape around the 
pond; fertilizing and seeding 
the dam and perhaps liming 
and fertilizing the water. Fi- 
nally it is stocked with desir- 
able fish; very often the large- 
mouth bass and bluegill in the 
proportion of about one to 10. 
It is not easy to believe, but 
fish are a minority tn the pond; 
as are other creatures that 
walk, fly, swim or craw! under 
their own motive power. Far 
more numerous are the many 
species of “drifters” which are 
tiny and feeble and have very 
limited powers of locomotion. 
These are the plankton which, 
with microscopic plants, are the 
lowest level of the life cycle. 


As the pond area matures, 
every available life niche be- 
comes occupied by its ap- 
propriate life forms; some 
of them fixed to the spot 
like the fishes and some free- 
roving like the birds that 
nest and raise their young 
in the dense cover. Even the 
plant life is extremely com- 
plex, beginning with various 
forms of algae and continu- 
ing through many rooted 
species. Thus in our ponds 
we find several small rushes, 
pondweed, arrowhead, water 
plantain and others. 


THE PONDS, like larger 
bodies of still water, contain 
within themselves the seeds of 
their own destruction. This 
starts with the growth of free- 
floating plants and animals 
which are followed by such 
submerged plants as eelgrass 
and water milfoil. Next the 
floating - leaved plants get 
a start, like the water lilies. 
All of these, as they mature 
and die, deposit organic mat- 
ter on the pond bottom and 
create a habitat for cattails 
and rushes and sedges, which 
gradually push out farther. 
Meanwhile such trees as wil- 
low establish themselves 
around the pond edges—and 
shrubs like the buttonbush. 
These are water-tolerant and 
gradually they, too, push out 
into the pond. There is also 
the matter of erosion, even 
though this may be held to a 
minimum where rainfall runs 
into the pond over a sodded 
watershed. Yet this encroach- 
ment, plus the organic matter 
piled up from decaying vege- 
tation, constantly shrinks the 
margins of the pond—and then 
come more sedges and coarse 
grasses and smartweed. At 
last there is no pond. 

In the farm pond that is 
well-managed for use by live 
stock and the production of 
fish, it is possible to arrest this 
process we have described. It 
is also possible to prodice from 
the pond, under the best man- 
agement and proper fishing 
pressure, an amount of meat 
that will compare favorably 
with that produced on good 
cropland. Considering that 
here at Possum Trot this 
amounts to something like 450 
pounds of beef per acre a year,

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Marian Anderson in 
U.N. Delegate Role

is stepping into a new 


As a United Nations delegate she hopes to contribute 


to the mutual understanding of peoples. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 6 (AP), 


FROM THE GREENERY of Central Park, cries of 
squabbling children rose in the sunny, warm air. 
Marian Anderson, whose own celebrated contralto voice 


has given pleasure to millions, 


stood by the open window of 


her Fifth Avenue apartment, staring intently at the. youngsters 


eight floors below. 


It was as though she were trying to see 


into their hearts, into the whole fabric of their lives, to learn 
what made them at this peaceful moment smudge their world— 
and hers—with vulgar language. 


She turned from the window 
and her face softened. 

“One wonders where the 
children learn such things,” she 
said. “Do the older ones teach 
the younger? Who was the first 
to learn and how? Perhaps it 
was in the home. How can one 
then blame the child. Is it the 
parents who are to blame?” 

Behind the questions, behind 
the search for answers, lies a 
driving hunger to understand. 
Marian Anderson wants to un- 
derstand everything, and to 
help others gain insight into 
people’s needs and emotions. 
And understanding, the world- 
famous singer says, is the 
simple thing she can bring with 
her as she starts using her 
voice in a new role Sept. 16: as 
a member of the United States 
delegation to the United Na- 
tions. 

THIS DAUGHTER of a Ne- 
gro coal and ice man has no 
Marshall Plan to solve interna- 
tional problems. To her, na- 
tions are like families “and 
sometimes a lot of things hap- 
pen because a father does not 
understand a son, or a brother 
his sister, and there’s never any 
getting together.” 

With the delegation she'll 
probably serve on one of the 
committees dealing with social, 
humanitarian and cultural 
problems. To any problem com- 
ing from the bundle of man’s 
woes, she will use prescrip- 
tions taken from the Bible and 
spirituals. 

“I think there are a lot of 
spirituals which are as good as 
any medicine you can take,” 
she says. 

For her, the road from 
Philadelphia's Negro quarter 
to the gleaming halls of the 
United Nations has been one 
of rebuffs and _ recognition, 
sacrifice and security, trial and 
triumph. 

She rose to heights un- 
achieved by any other Amer- 
ican woman of her raee on the 
rich notes of her great con- 
tralto voice. Despite the many 
honors bestowed upon her, de- 
spite the assuring background 
of three decades of applauding 
audiences, today she seems a 
little frightened at the pros- 
pect of standing in the forum 
where many of the world’s 
voices are heard. 

She speaks with careful, 
measured words. This gives 
her conversation a bookish 
quality. 

So she'll say about her U.N. 
appointment: “We felt very 
unqualified.” Or: “In what- 
ever capacity we might be able 
to be of service, one would 
wish to serve.” “We would like 
to be able to express the work- 
ing desire for a better under- 
standing.” 

Why the impersonal “we” 
and “one” in speaking about 
herself? “There are a lot of 
people who enter into what we 
do,” she explains. “We are 
crediting everyone—those be- 
fore and those now.” 

Stately, composed, her left 
elbow atop a couch back, the 
hand cupping the neatly parted 
black hair, she broke into a 
broad laugh, slapping her 
knees, when asked if she is 
rich. 

“I can tell you in one two- 
letter word,” she said, “and 
the first letter is a great big 
N!” 


AT THE UNITED NATIONS, 
will she be addressed as Miss 
Anderson or Mrs. Orpheus 
Fisher? She recalled that fol- 
lowing the wedding to her 
architect-husband in 1943, “We 
arrived home and King told 
me ‘I will fire the first person 
who calls you Miss Anderson.’ ” 
She's still called Miss Ander- 
son, and no one has ever been 
fired. 

She says she has always 
called her husband King, “ever 
since our high school days.” 

But asked what her husband 
ealls her at home, she doubled 
up with an almost girlish laugh 
and refused to let this private 
part of her life become public. 

There is much else about 
herself she declines to discuss. 
She won't tell her age. Some 
reference works put it at 50, 
others in the mid-50s. But you 
could easily take her for a 
woman in her 40s. 

Politely but firmly, she 
turned aside questions about 
the incident in 1939, when the 
Daughters of the American 
Revolution wouldn't let her ap- 
pear in Constitution Hall, 
ewned by the D.A.R. She had

But her trials, says Miss An- 
derson, were God's way of test- 
ing her. “The prejudice may 
be frustrating in the beginning, 
but it makes you stronger. In 
sitting and brooding about it, 
you only lose a lot of valuable 
time.” 


This sort of statement has 
sometimes aroused the ire of 
Negroes who contend that she 
has failed to use her position 
and influence sufficiently in 
championing Negro rights. 

Her way is different, she in- 
sists. 

“A person has to be true to 
himself. Two brothers don’t al- 
ways take the same view but 
this does not mean they are 
not brothers. They may also 
have the same view, but not 
express it the same way. If 
one copies and says the same 
things or takes the same views 
simply because it is a brother, 
then he is not a person in his 
own right. You must be sincere 
in what you do.” 

THERE IS an unspoken 
irony associated with the suc- 
cess which permitted her to 
rise from the crowded confines 
of a Negro quarter—where 
families live elbow-to-elbow— 
to the spaciousness of an ex- 
pensive Fifth Avenue apart- 
ment and a home on 105 acres 
of Connecticut countryside. 
She and her husband have no 
children. This was a sacrifice 
she made to concentrate on 
her career. 

“Both of us love children. 
Unfortunately, we didn’t take 
time out to have children. 
Now, it’s no time to adopt 
children,” she says. 

In those moments jin Con- 
necticut or in town when she 
seeks to relax she is like many 
another woman who turns 
toward tasks they no longer 
need to do. 

“I like to sew, or to do some 
housework, to relax. And I 
like to work with old furni- 
ture, refinishing it.” 

Antique pieces were spotted 
about the apartment and 
mixed among them were art 
objects collected in her world 
travels. A pair of huge lamps 
had shades with a single Chi- 
nese character, on a mantle 
stood a Korean doll, across the 
grand piano there was a silk 
shawl from the Far East. 

It ig this apartment that she 

expects to use as her base of 
operations when she begins her 
duties with the United States 
delegation. 
“We have rot been informed 
about how often one would be 
required but if it is daily, then 
one could not commute,” she 
savs. 

In tracing the events leading 
to her appointment, she looks 
upon her State Department- 
sponsored tour of the Far East | 
in 1957 as the main factor in 
her selection. But the first 
word about it came from her 
husband. 

“He asked me how I would 
like the idea of being in the 
delegation, but I didn’t pay 
and real attention. He’s a per- 
son who kids a great deal,” she 
savs. 

THOUGH UNDERTAKING a 
new role, she will not be lost 
to concert-goers. The United 
Nations sessions generally 
complete their busiest phase in 
December, and because of this 
she has signed no contracts for 
appearances before Jan. 1. 
(She commands four -figure 
fees for each performance.) 

But after that, in concert 
halls, there will again be the 
familiar sight of the tall, digni- 
fied woman, standing with 
hands joined and eyes closed, 
singing. And when she reaches 
a spiritual in her repertoire, it 
will again bring moving evi- 
dence of her conviction that 
her voice is God's gift, singing 
a religious experience. 

And, she says, if there’s one

FOREMOST FASHION 
TREND of the fall season, 
regardless of silhouette, color 
or fabric, is the costume suit. 
Typically American in its con- 
cept and especially popular 
with St. Louis women, it has 
the distinction thig year of 
being adapted and adopted by 
the French. Many of the Paris 
designs that are beginning to 
arrive in this country feature 
versions of the ensemble that 
are similar to those introduced 
by the designers here. 

The manner in which the | 
costume idea is developed de- | 
pends upon a designer’s prefer- | 
ence and ingenuity, and need | 
not follow any particular pat- | 
tern. Important considera- | 
tion is that co-ordination of all | 
details is perfected, and the 
shopper has the advantage of 
choosing a complete theme for 
the new. season without dash- 
ing from one department or 
store to another. Result, ob- 
viously, is an achievement of 
looking well-dressed with a 
minimum of effort. 


This ‘season's costume trend 
extends from the casual to the 
formal but the classification 
which appeals to the majority 
is that of the all-purpose day- 
time apparel. In the casual 
category, the vogue includes 
dyed to match sweaters and 
skirts, printed woolens co- 
ordinated with knitted clothes, 
and colorful tweed coats allied 
with jersey skirts and jumpers. 
The formal emphasis includes 
handsome evening coats made 
of the same fabrics as the 
dresses with which they are 
worn and furs dyed to match 
silks and woolens. 


A fashionable interpretation 
of the daytime costume con- 
sists of the coat with co-ordin- 
ated dress. Many of these coats 
are appearing in the three- 
quarter or seven-eighths length 
and are similar in cut to the | 
jackets of the “walking suits.” 
Sometimes these suits are 
handled as complete ensembles 
by the addition of an over- 
blouse of matching hue. Full- 
length coats may be of a fab- 
ric different from that of which 
a dress is made but they in- 
variably repeat the dress fab- 
ric in lining or trimming. Vera 
Maxwell, one of America’s de- 
signers who always includes 
interesting versions of the en- 
semble in her collections, uses 
printed woolen for a daytime 
dress and the lining of a tweed 
coat. Silk brocade is substitut- 
ed for the printed wool in the 
design of her evening en- | 
sembles. 

A knitted version of the 
long-coated ensemble is among 
Anne Fogarty’s youthful de- 
signs. She has selected gray 
wool for an overcoat and a 
wool knit in matching shade 
for a slender one-piece dress. 
The coat is lined with two-tone 
blue and white striped wool 
knit. The vogue of the Empire 
silhouette is recognized by the 
placing of a belt high at the 
back of the coat. 

Jacket ensembles are especi- 
ally favored by St. Louis wo- 
men who find the dress and 
short-coat costume an ideal 
one for Indian summer weath- 
er. When the days become cool- 
er a fur stole or jacket may 
be added, and the costume is 
sufficiently warm for wear | 
throughout the winter. Flatter- | 
ing examples of this type of co- 
ordinated wardrobe include 
several handsome models from | 
the Branell collection. Slim 
dresses add fur-trimmed jack- | 
ets that barely reach the hips | 
and are slightly fitted at the | 
waistline.

Poor Insurance Risk 
By Dr. I. M. Levitt 


WITHIN A FEW YEARS, on 
the launching pad of some 
great base, a huge three-stage 
rocket will stand. From the 
10-foot diameter base of the 
first stage to the tip of the 
third stage it may be some 120 
feet long, towering as high as 
a 12-story building. It may 
weigh over a quarter of a mil- 
lion pounds. 


Its eountdown will be the 
most dramatic in rocket-launch- 
ing history—for the third stage 
will carry a capsule containing 
a human being. 


Within a year the futuristic- 
looking X-15 rocket plane will 
be taken aloft in a B-52 jet 
bomber and cut loose. The 
pilot—Scott Crossfield, prob- 
ably—will face many hazards 
as he rockets to an altitude of 
200 miles and accelerates to a 
speed of some 4000 miles an 
hour. But the hazards Cross- 
field will encounter are as 
child’s play compared to those 
to be risked by the first man 
sent aloft in a rocket. 


THAT PIONEER’S chance of 
even getting off the ground is 
so low as to make him a poor 
insurance risk. When, at the 
end of the countdown, the first 
stage begins firing, the initial 
step in a complicated sequence 
designed to launch this man 
into the sky, he will be sitting 
on top of an unstable but, we 
hope, a controlled explosion. 

We have seen what happens 
when rockets do not behave 
properly. Vivid pictures of the 
Vanguard toppling over and 
exploding are still impressed 
on our minds. 

What happens to the man in 
the capsule if a misfire occurrs? 
Obviously safety measures must 
be built into the rocket to give 
the passenger a chance to sur- 
vive. But how? 

Kurt Stehling, the astute 
propulsion engineer of Project 
Vanguard, has suggested that 
an ejection device be used to

several hundred yards from the 
launching pad. 

Ejection seats are in use 
today in all high speed jet 
fighters. The devices eject a 
pod containing the pilot safely 
clear of the plane even at 
supersonic speeds. Once clear, 
a parachute automatically opens 
and eases the pilot’s descent to 
earth. 


But escaping from a super- 
sonic jet plane is simple com- 
pared to getting away from a 
misfiring rocket. If the rocket 
explodes, about 200,000 pounds 
of high powered liquid fuel will 
go up in a king-sized holocaust. 

This writer has seen films of 
V-2s exploding and the display 
was spectacular. Multiply that 
scene by 10 and you get some 
idea of how far a human being 
must be thrown to survive such 
an explosion. 

Furthermore, by demanding 
such safety measures, we penal- 
ize the engineers in regard to 
what they can put in the satel- 
lite. 


AS I HAVE pointed out many 
times, we need up te 1000 
pounds of fuel and “hardware” 
for every pound of payload we 
put into the sky. Now, in addi- 
tion to putting a man into orbit, 
we must surround him with 
safety equipment to give him a 
slim chance of surviving a mis- 
fire. This life-saving gear is 
both heavy and bulky. 

The ejection device may well 
equal the capsule in size and 
weight. And how do we slow 
the capsule so its impact with 
the earth does not kill the pas- 
senger? 

Parachutes or special rockets 
to reduce the capsule’s speed 
may put the safety equipment 
over the permissible weight 
limits. What is the answer? 

Possibly we shall have to dis- 
pense with safety measures un- 
til our great-multi-stage rockets 
are 100 per cent reliable. Mean- 
while, perhaps a system like 
the X-15 rocket plane may be 
the first to put a man into orbit

DO YOU FEEL an irresisti- 
ble desire to scratch? Con- 


scious of a scratchy, burning 
sensation in various places, 
hmmm? Elementary, Watson, 
you've been on a picnic.

The United States will onic’ 
tain stations for an indefinite 
period on year-round basis at 
the South Pole, the naval air 
facilities in McMurdo sound, 
the Byrd station in the heart of 
Marie Byrd land, and the Hal- 
lett station on the Ross sea. 
The Hallett station is support- 
ed jointly with New Zealand. 
Habitation Proved Feasible, 
In four Deep Freeze forays 
since 1955, nearly 10,000 Amer- 
icans will have visited Ant- 
arctica for the total logistical 
support operations. Wintering- 
over parties have exceeded 300 
persons. Consequently the feas- 
ability of permanent human 
habitation of Antarctica has 
been technically demonstrated. 
The former United States 
IGY scientific operations at 
Ellsworth station will be turned 
over to Argentina, and at 
Wilkes station to Australia. 
Major change of the over-all 
operation program will be re-

It has attracted national 
attention since first established 
by Adm. Richard E. Byrd's ex- 
pedition of 1928-30, and has 
four times been reactivated. 
Transfer to McMurdo sound 
will involve a mass trek over 
the snow of about 420 miles. 
The scientific work of the 
United States committee for 
IGY in Antarctic will be large- 
ly a continuation of projects 
initiated in the 1957-58 sum- 
mer and continued through the 
winter.

On Parade: Almost since the U.S. 
began, political parties have rallied 
around symbols — or used them 
derisively against opponents. The 
Democratic donkey and the Repub 
lican elephant ——- which you can 
name in our big contest — are the 
best-known, but are latecomers. 

Back in Andrew Jackson's 1828 
campaign, his opponents used the 
coffin as his symbol. It dramatized 
their claim that Jackson was a 
butcher who had killed his own 
militiamen. Later anti-Jacksonites 
used a spittoon to represent him. 

Best-known symbol in the early 
vears was the log cabin and cider 
barrel, representing the Whig, Wil 
liam Henry Harrison, in 1840. First 
used by his opponents, the log cabin 
was taken over by the Whigs. 

Four vears later, a coon repre 
sented the Whigs; the opposing 
Democrats called themselves “Coon 
skinners.” In Lincoln’s campaigns, 
a rail was the svmbol—as in Lin 
coln the railsplitter. | 

The elephant ‘came along in 
1874. Cartoonist Thomas Nast o! 
Harper's Weekly invented it, then 
used it repeatedly until other car 
toonists adopted it. Nast also fa 
thered the donkey, a few years late: 
Before that, Nast, a Republican, hac 
tried a fox as the Democratic sym 
bol, but the fox implied cleverness 

The donkey and elephant first 
appeared together in 1879. Thev v« 
been together ever since.

LANCE REVENTLOW: 


THE WORLD’S RICHEST] § 


Blessed with wealth, good looks and a remarkably sound approach to 


life, this 22-year-old son of Barbara Hutton faces up to unique problems

What would vou do it vou were 22, single and had: 
e A million dollars and unlimited credit; 

@ A $200,000 hilltop mansion in Beverly Hills; 

e Your own airplane (a Cessna 310) and several cars 
including a Rolls Royce, a Ferrari and a Scarab; 

@ A cook and butler to wait on vou; 

© A bright and beautiful 18-vear-old actress girl 
friend named Jill St. John; 

@e The knowledge that vou were sole heir to a fortune 
ranging from $50,000,000 to $100,000,000? 

With these assets, what would vou do with vour 
life? This is the problem today confronting Lance 
Reventlow, the tall ( 6’), well-built (170 Ibs. ), hand 
some (brown eves, blond hair ) son of Barbara Hutton, 
heiress to the tremendous Woolworth fortune. 

Sensitive, asthmatic and intelligent, voung Revent 
low is faced with several alternatives. Should he be 
come a playboy like some of his relatives and other 
scions of wealthy American families? Should he enter 
politics like the Roosevelts and Rockefellers? Should 
he dedicate ‘himself and his money to the betterment 
of humanity? Or should he satisfy his every whim, 
spending his money as he sees fit? 

These are the questions which today course 
through Lance's mind. As vet, he has found no an 
swer. 


No Store Manager 


“If | were connected with a familv business,” he 
says, it might be easv for me to follow in my father’s 
footsteps. But the truth is that | haven't talked to my 
father |Count Haugwitz Reventlow, an ex-German 
soldier who became a naturalized Dane} in ten years, 
and I'd sooner be caught dead than follow in his foot 
steps. My mother hasn't owned any Woolworth stock 
for years. And besides, | don't have the temperament 
or the desire to become the manager of a five-and-dime 
store. If I did, I'd become one.” 

Right now, Reventlow is interested in sports cars. 
“I like to race ‘em,” he explains, “and I like to build 
‘em. I've finished three Scarabs this vear, and eventu- 
ally I'd like to build custom jobs for sale. I've got a 
company, the Reventlow Automobile Corporation, a

few vood triends in the business, and | think we can 
make a go of it. Unfortunately, it's tough in America 
for publicized people of inherited wealth to make a 
vo of things. You've got to try doubly hard.” 

As Jill St. John, explains things: “When Lance 
wins a sports car race, as he did at Riverside not too 
long ago, the scoffers say, ‘Who couldn't win with a 
car like that?’ When he loses they sav, ‘He's a bum.’ 
Either way, he can't win.” 

Lance Reventlow is sharply aware of the envy and 
antagonism his inherited wealth arouses in people 

“Americans openly scorn but. secretly admire royalty 
and the sons of the rich,” wrote de Tocqueville, the 


noted French observer, more than 100 years ago) and 


as a result, the young man tries his best to be self 
effacing and polite. He rarely throws either his weight 
or his wallet around. 

\ few weeks ago, for instance, he appeared for his 
Army physical in Beverly Hills. Many rich bovs here 
try to avoid service by presenting fake medical histor- 
ies and dossiers of imaginary ailments. Lance, who 
scorns such behavior, showed up and took his exam 
like any other draftee, was turned down as an 
asthmatic. 

Lance has suffered from asthma most of his life. 
He was born “an almost blue baby” in London and 


delivered by Caesarean section on February 24, 1936 
The delivery nearly killed his mother. As a bov hi 
suffered seriously from one respiratory disease afte 
another and eventually was sent to the Southern Ari 
zona School for Boys in Tucson, a school especiall 
prepared to educate asthmatics., Lance still wheezes 
when he gets excited. He also has difhculty breathin: 
the night air, and both his lungs are damaged. 


Keepsake Giver 


For a voung man who suffered the strife-torn 
childhood of the “poor littl rich boy" Lance was 
constantly fought over by his parents —— Reventlow 
possesses a surprisingly good sense of humor and sens 
of values. \ few vears ago he was dating Dawn 
\ddams, an English apprentice actress who late: 
latched onto an Italian prince. “How come,” Dawn 
asked one dav, “vou never gave me a keepsake ol our 
friendship?” 

lance smiled. The following afternoon Dawn rm 
turned to her apartment to find a 50-pound bag o! 
Bandini tertilizer smack in the center of the livin: 
room. 

Recently Walter Winchell carried an item to th 
effect that Barbara Hutton would give her son a check 
lor $5,000,000 the dav after he got married. Jill St 
lohn phoned him. “Why don't vou marry me for vou 
money?” she asked. Lance laughed. “For that much 
dough,” he cracked, “I'd do almost anything. But 
marriage is too much.” 

Like most young rich men, Reventlow views peopl 
especially attractive marriage-minded young women, 
with a wary eve. “How do vou know,” he asks 
“whether they're interested in you as a human being 
or your money? That's the trouble with being born 
rich it's both a curse and a convenience.” 

For his age, Reventlow is studiously cautious, m 
served and unusually mature. He also is intelligent 
enough to learn from someone else's experience. 

Lance feels his mother, the much-maligned Bar 
bara Hutton whom he loves and admires deeply, is a 
sensitive, warm-hearted woman of kindness and 
ethereal beauty. She never has hurt anyone in her lif 
but herself. European fortune-hunters have duped 
her year after year, because she is an incurable ro 
mantic who believes in the essential goodness o! 
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human beings. Married six times, first to Alexis 
Mdvani, then to Count Court Haugwitz Reventlow, 
actor Cary Grant, Prince Igor Troubtezkoy, Domini- 
can playboy Porfirio Rubirosa and finally to tennis- 
playing Baron Gottfried von Cramm, Barbara Hutton 
still refuses to believe that many of the men who 
move and have moved in her circle are devious, grasp- 
ing rascals. 

But Lance Reventlow sees these men with a clear 
eve. He can go through the list of international society 


types and chop them down with a few sharp adjec- 


tives. Others he speaks of good-naturedly, but always 
with a perceptive objectivity his mother lacks. Unlike 
many young people of strong conviction, he is not 
without sympathy or compassion. 

“I've read your mother’s poems,” I told him, “two 
slender volumes of fragile, beautiful and moving 
poetry. How could so sensitive a woman marry the 
guys she did?” 

“It's not too hard to understand,” Lance said, 
“when you realize that there are men in the world who 
specialize in women. They learn everything there is to 
learn about them——how to flatter them, how to spoil 
them, how to charm them. They make a career of it, 
and frequently they're irresistible. It takes a strong, 
tough-minded woman to withstand their onslaughts, 
and my mother isn't one of these. After she marries, 
the romance seems to vanish. The husbands seem to 
change. My father talked to my mother about giving 
up her American citizenship. In Denmark they have 
a community property law. Fhe husband owns half 
of his wife’s property. That's one of the reasons I'm 
not particularly fond of my father.” 

For years Barbara Hutton and Haugwitz Reventlow 
fought a bitter, no-holds-barred legal battle for the 
custody of Lance. This at a time when the boy des 
perately needed love, affection and guidance. Instead 
there were headlines, recriminations, emotional trau 
mas, law suits. At 2, Lance first was awarded to his 
father, then to his mother until he reached school 
age; then he was made a ward of the court. In 1944, 
when his father was scheduled to relinquish him to 
his mother’s custody, Lance was hustled off to Canada. 
Of these early years, Reventlow understandably re 
fuses to talk. 


Magnificent Fortune 


When Lance was awarded by the court to his 
father, Barbara Hutton created a trust fund of several 
millions for her son. Haugwitz Revertlow was per 
mitted to control the fund until Lance came of age. 
After that the residue of the fund was to be returned 
to the boy (which is how Lance came to pick up his 
million dollars last year when he was 21). 

Stories to the effect that he inherited $25,000,000 
at the time are not true. Nor is it true that he lives in 
a half-million dollar mansion equipped with an indoor

swimming pool and all the latest mechanical gadgets. 

The house (which he helped design) cost $200,- 
000. It stands on a knoll overlooking Beverly Hills and 
contains six rooms and a swimming pool, a small por- 
tion of which edges into the living room, a merging 
of outdoor and indoor living not too unusual in Cali 
fornia. 

The truth about Lance's money is that he does not 
come into the lion’s share until his mother dies or 
alters her will. His mother is only 46. Upon her death 
Lance will inherit all her holdings, none of which 
consist of shares in F. W. Woolworth & Co. These 
vere disposed of many years ago after Barbara Hutton 
came into outright possession on her 21st birthday, 
November 14, 1933, of her $40,000,000 share of 
the Woolworth fortune. 

Barbara Hutton’s father, Franklin Hutton, a broker 
who had married Edna Woolworth, daughter of Jessie 
and Frank Woolworth, founder-of the five-and-ten 
chain, invested his daughter's money so shrewdly that 
today, according to conservative estimates, it has 
doubled in value. Barbara Hutton, however, has given 
a vood deal of it away to sundry husbands and 
charities. 


Mother Writes Poetry 


She is passionately devoted to Lance, however 
her books of poetry are dedicated “To my son Lance 
Haugwitz Hardenburg Reventlow” — and the sports 
car racer will never be in need of money. Lawvers 
estimate his minimal inheritance to be $50,000,000 
on which he can draw in advance, if he so desires, 
$500,000 a vear. 

This is all owing to a circumstance of birth for 
which Lance sensibly refuses to apologize. “Some 
people are born with blue eves, | was born with 
money.” He realizes that inherited money is frequenths 
a handicap to a man’s character, but he hopes to com 
pensate for it by making himself a useful, hard-work 
ing, law-abiding citizen. 

Che life he currently leads is certainly above criti 
cism. He reads omnivorously, everything from novels 
to scientific tracts, and is amazingly well-informed on 
a great varicty of subjects. 

Young Reventlow went to Pomona College for two 
months but quit in 1953 and embarked on a course of 
self-education. Nervous and restless by nature, he 
finds that reading and chain-smoking calm his nerves 

He spends hours at his drawing board working up 
new car designs his knowledge of automotive engi 
neering is extensive and more hours in a Beverly 
Hills garave constructing motors. He races cars in 
meets every few weeks and is considered by fellow 
competitors to be “a good driver.” Dr. Alan Kerns, a 
well-known racer who's driven against Reventlow, 
says, “He’s got brains, which a lot of these kids don't 
have. He’s afraid when he loses control of his machine, 


CLEAN-CUT and handsome, Lance has a passion for sports 
cars, a wariness of Hollywood phonies and fortune hunters. 


which hasn't been too often, and he knows how tu 
judge the risk between winning and getting killed.” 

Socially, Lance is a conservative who has seen 
through the illusion of both high and Hollywood so 
ciety. “Hollywood society,” he says, quoting his 
mother, “is like going down a sewer m a glass-bottom 
boat.” Lance attends relatively few parties or social 
functions, but when he does he can size up phonies 
quickly and instinctively. He doesn't care for actors as 
close friends, but he has dated such young actresses 
as Cathy Crosby, Natalie Wood, Kim Wadsworth. 


He Can Cook, Too 


“I found great difficulty in sustaining a conversa 
tion with an actress,” he says, “until I met Jill St. 
lohn.” Jill is a pert starlet with a genius 10 of 162. 
The two have been dating steadily for six months. 

“What I like most about her,” jokes, 
“is that she doesn't want to become an actress. She

just wants to become a movie star.” 

Having been married at 16 and divorced at 17, Jill 
claims she has no marital designs on Reventlow. “I like 
to be with him,” she admits, “because he's cultured, 
intelligent and brilliant. He knows books, art. music 
and how to cook. He can also laugh at himself which 
is the trouble with most young men these davs. Thes 
consider themselves part of the ‘beat generation.’ ” 

For a young millionaire who was born “the world’s 
richest baby” and whose whole youth was lived in the 
dark shadow of unhappy headlines, Lance Reventlow 
has turned out to be a nice normal guy. Money has 
yet to corrupt him. a

The real reasons 
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sey you gamble

Just for a fast buck? ‘No’ says an expert 


In some African tribes, a man may 
wager his wife and children. Ancient 
Teutons bet themselves into slavery. 
And Chinese have been known to 
gamble their right hands — cutting 
them off in payment. 

Americans, of course, don’t go that 
far, but few of us can honestly say we 
never have gambled. For there is some- 
thing fascinating about gambling — 
irresistibly fascinating. 

What is the allure of gambling, even 
the moderate gambling in which most 
of us indulge? To make fast money? 
Yes, but that’s only part of the reason. 
The excitement, risks, passions all in- 
dicate that there’s more to gambling 
than money. Here are six vital factors, 
in my opinion, that answer the ques- 
tion: Why do you gamble? 

1) To relieve boredom. Many 
people feel desperately bored and 
empty. Gambling offers excitement, an 
antidote to boredom. Playing the game 
makes the hours go by like minutes. 

2) The challenge of a battle. To 
many, gambling is a “war,” a battle of 
wits between the gambler and his op- 
ponent or “the system.” While gam- 
bling, we can attack, conquer or retreat 
without the deadly effects of real battle. 
Money adds interest to the battle. If the 
stakes are not too high, no one is really 
hurt. Thus, gambling can be a way of 
having your cake and eating it, too. 


The Long-Shot Hope 


3) You can dream a little. Gam- 
bling often is related to the secret wish 
of many of us that something wonder- 
ful will happen, solving all our prob- 
lems. Our ship will come in. Gambling 
small stakes for large winnings is a 
manifestation of the wishful day-dream 
aspect of gambling. It may explain why 
so many sweepstakes tickets are sold 
and why there is so much long-shot bet- 
ting. Undoubtedly, there are people 
who never really expect to win, who 
know that the odds are heavily against 
them, but gamble only so they can 
dream luxurious dreams. 

4) The feeling of power. The crav- 
ings people bring to gambling some- 
times involve an unconscious or con- 
scious magical belief that they are all- 


powerful and cannot lose. They be- 
lieve the horse they bet on is sure to 
win, the speculative stocks they buy 
sure to go up. This is a complicated 
emotional side of gambling and even 
may be related to deep unconscious 
sexual feelings. Perhaps to the extreme 
gambler, the excitement of winning is 
something akin to sexual experience; 
to this gambler, losing becomes asso- 
ciated with sexual punishment. 

5) The “family enemy” explanation. 
To some gamblers, the opponents stand 
for family members against whom the 
gambler feels hostility. For instance, an 
opponent may symbolize the gambler’s 
father, who for various reasons may be 


resented by the gambler. Or the oppo- 


nent may be seen as the brother who 
the gambler believes was favored by his 
parents. 

Thus, the gambler seeks to “defeat” 
family members against whom he has 


harbored ill feeling since childhood. 
Some Like Losing 


6) The desire to lose. Perhaps the 
most curious paradox about gambling 
is that some gamblers really have an 
unconscious desire to lose. These 
gamblers seem so controlled by hidden 
guilt (which may arise from childhood 
experiences ) that they actually play to 
lose as a means of relieving their guilt. 
People who persistently bet on very 
long odds often are of this type. They 
may protest long and loud about losing, 
but unconsciously they are deeply sat- 
ished. 

As you can see, betting can involve 
really complicated emotional string- 
pulling. But are gamblers themselves 
emotionally unhealthy ? 

Occasional social gambling for small 
sums is not likely to be harmful and 
may even benefit the player by reliev- 
ing his tensions. 

However, if gambling dominates a 
person's life, if he risks sums he cannot 
afford, if he cannot stop, he is likely to 
be mentally disturbed and in need of 
treatment. 

At all times, you must consider the 
question of whether the man controls 
the gambling, or the gambling controls 
the man. p

FEW YEARS AGO, jobs like Chuck 

Davidson's didn’t exist. But today, 

with the U.S. and Russia racing to perfect 

intercontinental weapons, Chuck and men 
like him are vital to U.S. security. 

Chuck is a missile tracker on the U.S. 
missile test range, which stretches 5,000 
miles from Cape Canaveral, Fla., to 
Ascension Island in the South Atlantic. 
And as a result, Chuck and Betty David- 
son and their sons lead a life that is part 
utopian and part pioneering on this 90- 
mile-long, half-mile-wide Bahaman coral 
strip, 250 miles southeast of Miami. 

A sunswept beach is only minutes from 
their door. Coconuts and tropical fruits 
are theirs for the taking. But they also 
must contend with chameleons, a balky 
water supply and a kerosene-powered re- 
frigerator. And life is built around count- 
downs and launchings at all hours. 

Chuck is listed as an electronics tech- 
nician by Radio Corp. of America, which 
is in charge of tracking, guidance, safety 
and communications systems on the range. 
To the other employes of the tracking 
station, the 50 RCA men are “twidgets.” 
Chuck and a co-worker, Bill “Snake” 
Donohue, are in charge of four tall racks 
of complex secret equipment. 


There’s Incentive — Money 


When America fires a missile from 
Cape Canaveral, Chuck and his fellow- 
workers all down the range swing into ac- 
tion. Their equipment focuses on the mis- 
sile, gathering by electronic eyes and ears 
millions of bits of data — altitude, speed, 
course, fuel consumption, skin tempera- 
ture. All this is vital to the designers of the 
Thor, Atlas, Jupiter and other missiles 
that are the U.S. answer to Russia and 
the U.S. hope for exploration of space. 

For living in the semi-tropics, Chuck 
draws 30 per cent additional salary. ( Far- 
ther downrange, at remote Ascension, the 
incentive is 40 per cent.) In base slang, 
Chuck is a “brown-bagger” on meaning 
he lives off-base and carries his lunch (ac- 
tually, he eats in the base mess hall).

“Back in 1950,” she confesses, “I didn't 
know a thing about chemistry, mold-making 
or plastics. I had no money to speak of and

Don't analyze your 


Marriage experts can't even agree with each other,

From all sides these days, the American wife 
is being bombarded by advice from well- 
meaning psychologists and so-called marriage 
experts. Books, pamphlets and lectures are 
aimed at her, each with a neat set of rules. 
They tell her how to manage her husband, 
how not to manage him, when to kiss him, 
when not to, how to fight with him, how to 
get the most mileage out of him, what to do 
in every blamed situation that comes up. 

Now do-it-yourself is a fine idea and I’m 
all for it. But when they start giving women 
a do-it-yourself marriage kit, complete with 
charts, graphs and blueprints, brother, it’s 
time someone started to vell. 

And I'm yelling. 

The women, bless their hearts, eat up this 
sort of advice because the subject is impor- 
tant to them. In fact, a woman's whole world 
centers right around her man and those kids. 
She's desperately anxious to do anything that 
will hold them together and keep them closer 
around her. 

For example, | heard about one woman 
who kept reading those warnings about the 
need to be a companion to her husband. She 
went to boxing matches with him, played golf 
with him, even tried to help him build a 
garage. She couldn’t stand doing any of these 
things, of course, and you can imagine how 
bored he got. Finally, she saw the light and 
let the poor fellow alone. But she still kept 
worrying that she wasn't being a companion. 

Another woman accepted the advice that 
she ought to cook breakfast for her husband 
each morning. So she gets up at 5 a.m. She's 
grouchy, frowsy and terrible company. But 
the book says a good wife gets up and that’s 
what she’s going to do. Naturally, it would 
be much better if she stayed in bed and let 
him whip up his own breakfast in peace. But 
you can't tell her that. She'd worry she wasn't 
being a good wife. 


A Man’s No Machine 


Nor are wives the only ones. Even the 
lovely young girls who are about to step into 
matrimony now take the rule books to heart. 
Maybe your own daughter is like the sweet 
little girl of 18 I met recently who is mapping 
her marriage with infinite care. She’s trying 
to figure out her guy as if he were a washing 
machine — use this hind of soap, don’t over- 
load, turn the dial up to there, call this num- 
ber if repairs are needed. 

Now please get me straight. | certainly 
think a girl should know what marriage 


means and what her responsibilities are. She 
should have long, serious talks with her par- 
ents. I have a daughter of 16 myself, and I 
want Pat to be a serious-minded and well- 
informed adult. 

But the kind of detailed blueprint handed 
to girls nowadays is too much. A mountain of 
advice is not only unnecessary but even 
dangerous. 

Why? Simply because no matter how you 
look at it, a man isn't a machine and a mar- 
riage isn't a kind of cake that you can bake 
from a recipe. 

A marriage is bu*'’ out of the stuff that 
comes from the spirit and the soul and the 
heart. Two people live, love, squabble to- 
gether, and it’s a wonderful union. Try pick- 
ing it apart to see why and it’s like taking the 
leaves off an artichoke one by one — you 
wind up with nothing. 


Psychology Be Hanged 


Is there an alternative? Certainly, and it’s 
simple. Don’t psychoanalyze your guy, just 
love him. Give him plenty of good, old- 
fashioned devotion, laugh with him, talk 
with him, have fun with him and don’t worry 
about whether you're pleasing the psycholo- 
gists. If you're loving, kind and just plain 
natural, the psychology will take care of it- 
self! 

Our grandmothers didn’t know a complex 
from a water pump and they did all right 
with grandpa. They didn’t worry about frus 
trations and traumas and such. They were 
just too busy taking care of the old man. 

Why are women mixed up about marriage 
advice? Mostly because of the contradictions. 
The experts don’t seem able to get together 


and, as a result, the women are confused.. 


For instance, one rule book tells you never 
to reveal all your innermost thoughts to your 
husband because it would serve no good pur- 
pose; it would just make him sore and hurt 
the marriage. Another just as convincing]; 
argues that there should be no secrets at all 
between husband and wife. One says it’s ex- 
tremely unwise to marry out of your religion 
while another points out that religious as 
well as cultural differences can be bridged. 

And take the question of going steady. One 
side says it’s a bad idea and offers all the 
reasons why. Another side says it’s not so 
bad. A third advises kids to decide for them- 
selves. (There’s a smart cookie — he’s not 
taking chances! ) 

One bunch of experts hammers at the no- 
tion that a wife or a husband should never 
try to reform each other. They lean on the 
old saw: “Marriage is not a reform school.”

Brilliantly Colored, 
They Are All Members 
of the Parrot Family

HESE brilliantly colored birds, 
all natives of Australia, are 
among the newest additions 

to the St. Zoo. All are mem- 
bers of the parrot family—10 are 
eets, one a lorikeet. They 
are found in various areas along 
the perimeter of the Australian 
continent; in fact, to see all the 
birds pictured here in their wild 
state would require a trip com- 
pletely around Australia. 
together, the zoo received a 
total of 33 birds, including cocka- 
toos and other parakeets and lori- 
keets, in the recent Australian 
shipment. They spent 40 days in 
quarantine due to the strict 8 
in this country governing the im- 
portation of ots, and then all 
received a clean bill of health. 

Members of the parrot family 
generally live in temperate zones, 
often open forest lands, and are 
ound in Asia, Africa, Central and 

uth America and many Pacific 

Ocean islands. Australian para- 
keets almost invariably nest in 
hollow trees or limbs. 

The birds shown on this page 
are Swanson’s Lorikeet (top left), 
Yellow Rosella (top right), Blue- 
bonnet Parakeet (t center). 
Perched on the middle branch, 
rom left to right, are Brown's 
arakeet, Yellow Rosella, Eastern 
Rosella, Barnard’s Parakeet, Pen- 
nant’s Parakeet, and Port Lincoln 
Parakeet. The bottom branches 
hold Barraband’s Parakeet (left) 
and a Western Rosella. The lori- 
keet, also known as a brush- 
tongued parrot, feeds primarily 
on nectar and fruit rather than on 
seeds as do most parakeets. The 
most valuable birds in this col- 
lection are the Barraband, Port 
Lincoln, Bluebonnet, Brown and 
Barnard parakeets.

N NEARLY EVERY CORNER of the University of Missouri campus at 
Columbia, builders are hard at work. The school is in the midst of the 
greatest building boom in its history. Structures costing $30,000,000 

are under construction or on the drawing boards. 

Yet, despite its size, the building program will merely enable the 
university to catch up with needs occasioned by the big postwar enroll- 
ment growth and the drouth of construction funds that extended from the 
depression years of the 1930s well into the twar era. Money is not 
yet in sight for the school to prepare for the great influx of students 
anticipated in the 1960s. 

Structures going up at Columbia include: A $1,800,000 electrical en- 
gineering building; a $1,800,000 school of fine arts building; a $1,500,000 
school of business and public administration building; a $3,900,000 group 
of women’s dormitories; four men’s dormitories, costing $2,500,000; apart- 
ment buildings for married students, with 192 units, costing $2,000,000. 

Contracts are expected to be awarded during the coming school year 
for a $3,500,000 addition to the general library and a $2,000,000 addition 
to the agricultural laboratory building. Other projects on the drawing 
boards include: A $1,400,000 classroom building; a $2,250,000 addition 
to the student union building; men’s dormitory buildings to cost $4,250,- 
000; an $800,000 clinic at the school of veterin medicine; an $800,000 
addition, to house clinical research facilities, at the new medical school; 
$500,000 additions for the law school, journalism school and home

And enrollment trends would indicate that realization of the master 
plan must not be too far off, if the university is to be able to meet the 
demands that will be placed on it in the next decade. The school, which 
opened in 1841 with b2 students and had a prewar of 5700, will 
have over 10,000 this fall and anticipates at least 17,500 by 1970. 

As he looks ahead, however, University President Elmer Ellis does 
not see construction as his main concern. “Buildings must be provided,” 
he says, “but they are only the lesser part of a college or university. 
That which makes an educational institution strong and valuable is a 
competent and devoted faculty. It is in r to faculties that colleges 
may have their most di t problems in the years immediately ahead. 
Too few people are peopesing. Gaiesives for college teaching, largely 
or at least partly because es of highly trained people have been 
better in nonteaching fields.”

HILE PREMIER CHARLES 
DE GAULLE toured French 
possessions in Africa to 
drum up support for his proposed 
new constitution, Algerian nation- 
alists opened a campaign of 
terror in France. They set fire to 
oil tanks and refineries. Near 
Marseille, 20 fjremen were in- 
jured fighting an oil blaze. In 
Paris, terrorists killed four police- 
men. The government retaliated 
by arresting hundreds of Algerian 
nationalists and tightening secur- 
ity precautions. Yet saboteurs 
continued to set fires and throw 
bombs in widespread areas of 
France. Meanwhile, De Gaulle 
was meeting a varied reception 
on his trip to the colonies. Except 
for Algeria, he offered them loose 
federation within the French Re- 
public or independence, including 
independence from French eco- 
nomic aid. To rebellion-torn Al- 
geria he promised only “a choice 
place” in future French plans.

Eight Times a Queen 


Kay Burns of Caruthersville, Missouri, 
Makes a Habit of Winning Beauty Titles 


NE NIGHT IN MARCH last year, Kay 
Burns was about to pack up her 
clarinet and go home after playing 

with the Caruthersville High School Band. 
The band had appeared at a program at 
which a queen was to be chosen for the 
Southeast Missouri community's centen- 
nial celebration. Earlier in the evening, 
representing her school home room, Kay 
had competed for the honor. “It just 
never occurred to me that I would win,” 
she recalls. But before she could leave, 
she was told she indeed had won. The 
clarinet was turned over to her mother, 
as the spotlight was turned on Kay. 
Since that memorable night, Kay has 
been in the spotlight with surprising fre- 
quency. A regal chain reaction devel- 
oped, with one crown leading to another. 
A Caruthersville bank asked to sponsor 
her in a Miss Mississippi River contest, 
conducted by a local boat club, and at a 
National Soybean Queen competition, 
held last fall at Portageville. Both times 
Kay won. Later she was chosen Queen 
of the American Legion Fair at Caruthers- 
ville. Next, Kay was selected Queen of 
her high csliead year book. And with 
the return of queen contest weather this 
year, Kay added still more crowns. 
Through the persistence of a chief 
petty officer, who took a picture of a float 
on which Kay rode in the Cotton Carni- 
val parade in Memphis last spring, she 


was invited to the Queen ——e at 
the Navy Relief Carnival at Memphis in 
June. Again Kay won, and this led to 
a contest in Savannah, Tennessee, where 
she was named National Catfish Derby 
Queen. Her crowning achievement of 
the summer, however, came when she 
was judged Missouri Queen of Fairs at 
the State Fair in Sedalia. 

Before the year is out, Kay will try 
for two more crowns—at the National 
Cotton Picking Queen contest in Blythe- 
ville, Arkansas, and at the International 
Livestock Exposition in Chicago. But her 
main thoughts are of next year’s Miss 
Missouri contest. 

Her victories and queenly aspirations 
have made only a minimum of changes 
in Kay's life. As in past seasons, she 
worked during the summer as a life 
guard and swimming instructor at the 
Caruthersville pool. She kept up with 
her baton twirling, continued her youth 
and choir duties in the Methodist church, 
made preparations for her job as editor 
of the 1959 high school year book. She 
had less time for reading books about the 
South, one of her favorite hobbies. The 
most vexing adjustment continues to be 
her self-imposed ban on calorie -laden 
ice cream sundaes. But this cloud has 
had a number of silver linings. “I al- 
ways celebrate winning by getting a 
sundae,” Kay says.
